Noth- 
ing could be more reasonable than 
this preamble and the conclusion, which 
was modified in form, though not in sub- 
stance, by the Government, is perfectly 
logical that the signatagy powers should be 
asked if they are willing to meet in confer- 
ence for the purpose of discussing practical 
measures of the subject. 

„Mr. Buxton proposes that slavery should 
cease to be recognized by international law, 
that the slave trade should be branded as 
piracy by international law, and that the right 
to search vessels for slaves should no 
longer be confined tocertain nations only. 
Lastly, Mr.Buxton would restrict and supervise 
the importation of arms and ammunition in 
Central Africa. An international agreement 
embodying the substance of Mr. Buxton“s pro- 
posals would be a basis upon which the sup- 
pression of the slave trade by sea would 
become practicable. It is doubtful, however, 
whether the clearing of the seas will close all 
the markets of the slave hunters. There is a 
considerable demand for siaves in the region 
between the Nile and the Niger and the 
Congo. 

HOW SLAVERY MAY BE ABOLISHED. 

Neither this demand nor the fiendish raids 
by which it is supplied can de 
touched by Europe at present. 
Slavery as an institution can doe 
abolished only by a government which fs ful- 
ly civilized, but there is now no prospect of 
any such government in any part ot the in- 
terior of Africa north of the equator. Ma- 
hometanism and barbarism there reign su- 
preme. It may be modified so as to lose some 
of ite horrors by the gradual training of the 
people toa higher life. This has been the 
method of workers like those of the African 
Lakes Oo. But the painfal feature of the 
present situation is that ali efiorts 
of this kind have been crippled and perhaps 
rendered impotent for a long time to come by 


recent deplorable events. The disappearance 


of slavery from the world implies, as a condi- 
tion precedent the reign of law in Africa. |

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ON TRIAL FOR HIS LIFE. 


A Missourian Before An English Court 
Charged With Murder. 
Special Cablegram t to the Poat-Dispatch. 
ONDON, April 13.— 
After waiting 
weary weeks in jail, 
Luke Emerson of 
Bowling Green, 
Mo., will be placed 
on trial for murder 
here, either next 
Monday or Tues- 
day. At the pres- 
ent moment things 
look somewhat dark tor him. The onlyhving 
witnesses of the murder, a man and woman and 
a cabman, all of whom are alleged of the same 
gang as the mau Emerson killed. Their ver- 
sion of the fatal affray differs from mis 
as night differs from day. The Enylish 
law will oot permit Emerson to tell bis story 
in court. No one else can tell it for him. 
Consul Waller and other Americans here who 
have beard Emerson’s account and investi- 
gated its truth say that he would 
surely be acquitted if he could only get 
his version before the jury. As it is 
Emerson must mainly rely on what can be ex- 
tracted from the witnesses to the murder on 
cross examination, and he has Waddy M. 
Pone, one of the cleverest cross-examiners 
and powerful pleaders of the English bar to 
do it for him. Russell was going to take 
charge of the case first, but his Parnell duties 
prevented. 

Briefly told the case against Emerson is-as 
follows: Last winter he came here to buy 
horses. Inapublic house one night, while 
half drunk, he displayed a large sum of 
money. A man and woman followed him into 
the street and engaged him in conversation. 
Another man, who was evidently 
watching, called a cab. Emerson got 
in and the two men tried to crowd in 
after him. Emerson says one of them held 
his bands while the other grabbed his watch 
and money. He managed to get bie right 
hand free, drew a pistol and killed one man 
and wounded the other. The man who was 
wounded claims that Emerson drew his pistol 
and the two men grabbed him to wrest it 
away. 

Emerson was taken to Newgate to-day to be 
ready tor trial. He confidently expects to get 
clear, but people interested in him don’t feel 
so sure of it, and talk about a possible verdict 
of manslaughter.

politicians and merchants, caused some 
amusementthroughout Australia and New Zea- 
land. These gentlemen are among the best- 
known publicmen in Melbourne, and from 
the nature of their position have ample means 
of learning what the real feeling towards the 
Imperial Institute inthe colonies is. They 
state that complete indifference, if not pos- 
itive hostility, is shown for the project. 
At first, when it whs believed 
that the institute was to be 
simvly a permanent Colonial exhibition, con- 
stantly kept up to date with fresh accessions 
illustrative of the life and progress of the 
colonies, the scheme was regarded with much 
favor. When, however, the plan was so 
widened as to embraee paactically the whole 
world and to tack on to the institute all sorts 
of departments haying no bearing whatever 
on imperial interests distrust of the whole 
scheme was generated. Regarding Australian 
politics they state that there has been a rapid 
growth of a feeling of nationality amongst 
Australian colonists. They look rather to 
America than to England astheir model and 
many of them are in favor of setting up what 
they call the United States of Australia. The 
tendency of things is rather in the direc- 
tion of separation than of imperial federa- 
tion.

TWO PARTIES BUT ONE PEOPLE 

When our Supreme Court first became 
Republican, Democrats thought that tri- 
bunal would soon sweep away all the land- 
marks of the Constitution, obliterate 
every vestige of State autonomy and sub- 
stitute a hideous and oppressive central- 
ization for our dual system. But since 
that system has been as safely and jeal- 

usly guarded through periodg of civil 
war and reconstruction by Republican 
Judges as ever it was in more peaceful 
times by Democrats, the Courier-Journal 
as this to say of Republican Supreme 
Court appointments: 

The Judges nearly all become Democrats. 
Lawlessness must stop at the Supreme Bench. 
Most ot the Judges of that court are Repub- 
licans in name only. 

Now, of course, this is mere chaff not 
intended to be taken seriously. But, un- 
fortunately, just such chaff forms the 
staple of the appeals with which too many 
party organs and stump speakers infiu- 
ence voters in all our campaigns. The 
intemperate party spirit which WasHING- 
TON warned our people against, and 
which is responsible for the most serious 
trials our system has passed through, is 
the creature of just such partisan chaff. 

THOMAS JEFFERSON’s State right doc- 
trines and ‘‘leveling”’ theories were 
represented by his opponents as binding 
him to reduce the Federal power toa 
mere shadow and hitch our country and 
its institutions to the wild train“ of 
French Jacobinism and anarchy. But 
his Administration acquired the vast 
Louisiana Territory from France for a 
mere trifle and laid broader and safer the 
foundation for our subsequent growth 
and prosperity. 

False ideas about the views and 
intentions of LINCOLN and his party 
precipitated the Southern States into a 
deplorable and costly rebellion. A simi- 
larly dissemimated and equally un- 
founded distrust of the genuine loyalty 
with which the South renewed her alle- 
giance to the Constitution of her fathers 
when she found, to her surprise, that it 
remained an unimpaired heritage and 
protection to her, has added incalculably 
to the cost of that war. 

Every mutation of party ascendency in 
this country from the elder ADAMs down 
to CLEVELAND has brought exposure and 
ridicule upon a perfect avalanche of cam- 
paign lies, and demonstrated how much 
safer it is to trust power,to the American 
people in any party organization than to 
believe what any party organ may say 
about the other side. That is why the 
independent press is fast becoming the 
accepted arbiter of public opinion, and 
the party organ ‘‘a putrid reminiscence.”

A TANGLED WEB. 

The Constitution of Missouri forbids the 
General Assembly passing any special or 
local law regulating the affairs of any 
municipality, or to levy any tax for local 
purposes. It provides that all such pow- 
ers shall be vested in local authorities 
and shall be exercised by them alone. 

Our State Constitution also provides 
that all taxes ‘‘shall be uniform upon 
„the same class of subjects within 
‘‘the territorial limits of the authority 
‘‘levying the tax.’’ 

Now the fact that the Deering high 
license bill is a special or local law provid- 
ing different regulations and different 
rates of taxation of the liquor traffic for 
different munigipalities, is apparent to 
every man who reads it. It is in every 
essential feature strictly local in its oper- 
ation as a regulator of saloons. The 
whole purpose of the bill is to subject 
them to the will of the Legislature rather 
than the will of the local authorities as 
to the minimum tax they shall pay for 
local purposes. 

Under this bill it will be an act of the 
Legislature and not an ordinance of the 
local authorities that will compel saloons 
to pay twice as much tax for local pur- 
poses in one municipality as in another. 
The Legislature not only violates the Con- 
stitution in levying any tax for local pur- 
poses, but it violates the Constitution in 
imposing different rates of taxation for 
local purposes in different localities upon 
the same class of subjects. Any tax 1m- 
posed by the Legislature must be uni- 
form upon the same class of subjects 
throughout the State, or it is unconstitu- 
tional and void. 

Such is the tangled web that has been 
woven in the attempt to punish St. Louis 
with this bit of spiteful special legislation, 
which would never have been heard of if 
she had not polled so large a majority 
against Gov. FRANCIS last fall. 


In reply to a charge of the opposition 
party that the Dominion protective policy 
has resulted in the forming of trusts the 
Canadian Government has framed a 
stringent measure forbidding trade com- 
bines to limit production or influence the 
market under severe penalties. Protec- 
tion and tryst combinations seem to be 
invariable concomitants, and this fact is 
the strongest possible proof of the vicious 
and unjust nature of the principle of 
protection for protection’s sake.

There was another fire started south of 
Highmore, jp Hyde County, and continued 
south and east down through Hyde County t- 
Mount Vernon, burning out twenty-five faml- 
lies. Six of the victims have already died. 

A SCENE OF DESOLATION. * 

As I drove over that county to- day. says 
the writer, all that was to be seen of once 
happy homes was wrecked stoves,burned mu- 
chinery and skeletons of cattle and hogs 
burned to a crisp and lying in all conceivable 
shapes. At one place a faithful dog still kept 
watch over the wreck.’’ 

Still another fire started in south of Ree 
Higbts and continued east and south through 
Hand County, burning out about sixty fami- 
lies, some twenty-five of whom lost their 
homes, while others lost etock, machinery, 
barns, etc. One life was lost in this Are. The 
families in this County were in better condi. 
tion financialiy, but will need help for both 
seed, grains, ding and clothing. 

Some remarkable cases of heroism were 
manifested. One girl who had been left at 
home alone saw the fire coming, and snatch- 
ing a knife, rushed tothe barn, cut the ropes 
and traps holding the cattie and horses in the 
stable and tur them loose on some plowed 
land, Shethen undertook to escape before 
the flames, but was caught near the house 
and when found was burned to a crisp. 

A man, seeing the fire coming, took his wife 
and four children out on some ploughed land 
and returned to try and save the stock. his 
wife, getting afraid that he would be lost in 
the smoke and dust, started to aid bim. Her 
boy, about 8 years old, followed. The hus- 
band and father, seeing them in danger, left 


his stock and 
WENT TO SAVE THEM, 

but before he could reach them the fire had 
caught them and burned their clothes all off. 
He strip himself almost naked, wrapped 
them in his clothes and carried the mother 
and children to an old well for shelter 
from the cola wind that followed 
close after the fire. He then 
left them while he went across the country 
for two miles, without clothes, in the scold 
wind for help. The mother and child both 
died. The man’s face is burned to a crisp in 
many places. One hand is very badly burned; 
yet be is around and will get well. 

Another man carried his old mother, 80 
—— old, out to some plowed ground to keep 

er away from the fire and h to cover her 
up with earth with his own hands to keep her 
from being burned. 

The neat was so intense that in one case 
it burned a mother and her children, who were 
taking refuge in a cyclone cellar near the 
house, so badly that the mother has died and 
one giri is very low.

THE BOARD OF 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS 
AGREES UPON THEM. , 


Extensive Alterations Recommended in the 
Work-House, Poor-House and City Hos- 
pital—The Grand Jury’s Report Care- 
fully Considered—Money for the Streets 
and Parks—The Work Laid Out. 


HE estimates for pub- 
lic work for 1889-90 
were decided upon at 
a meeting of the Board 
ot Public Improve- 
ments held yesterday, 
at which every mem- 
ber was present. This 
is always the most in- 
teresting meeting of 
the board during the 
year, as all improve- 
ments asked for are 
either decided upon or 
rejected on this occa- 
sion. The most inter- 
esting portion of the 
recommendations for 
public work are for re- 
pairs and additions to 
the public buildings. On looking over the 
estimates in this part of the recommenda- 
tions, the report of the October Grand-jury 


ned in Judge Normiie’s court last winter is 


recalled to mind. The October Grand-jury 
visited all the city institutions and then com- 
filed a report which was what might be called 
a ‘‘corker.’’ It hit city officials, superin- 
tendents and architects right and left, as will 
be remembered, and created a furore within 
the walls of the City Hall. Its effect is per- 
ceptible now, however, and the suggestions 
made by the Grand-jury as to the improve- 
ments most desirable and those absolutely 
necessary have been acted upon. The Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings is composed of 
Henry Flad, Park Commissioner Richard 
Kiemm and Sewer Commissioner Robert E. 
MoMath, 
THE IMPR@VEMENTS RECOMMENDED. 

They suggest that $1,600 be spent fora din- 
ing-room at the Work-house, also $5,500 to re- 
construct the female department, and $8,000 
to build a house and stockade for 100 prison- 
ers. The total estimates for the Work- house 
are $29,500. The Grand -jury, in referring to 
the Work-house, the dining- room and female 
department, said the suffering of the prison- 
ers there equaled the pangs of the victims of 
the Spanish inquisition. 

The City Hospital is well taken care of in the 
estimates, andfrom whatcan be learned it 
needs it badly. The boilere were defective 
and old, and threaten to relieve the city of its 
sick in quite a summary manner. The commit- 
tee recommend that $15,000 be expended for a 


boller-house and laundry. Thev also recom- 
mend the building of a separate division for 
infectious diseases at a cost of $22,000. Such a 
division cannot now be made, and an epidem- 
ic of disease is not at all unlikely to spring 
from the City Hospital. A repository for 
corpses, to cost $1,200, and a brick wall around 
the hospital to cost $6,000, is wanted. In all 
oat estimates for the City Hospital amount to 

44,200. 

Ten thousand dollars is asked to alter an old 
boller building for laundry purposes and im- 
prove pauper quarters at the Poor-house. 
At present the leaky boilers are under the 
sleeping apartments of the paupers, and also 
the laundry. It is the intention of the board 
to remove this health and life destroyer. 

The committee also recommen a cold 
storage house at the Insane Asylum, to cost 
$1,500. An addition is surely needed there, as 
the asvium is so crowded at times that the 
harmiess ma ace sleep in tents out in the 
yard. The asylum will have to wait another 


year. 

A lying-in hospital at the Female Hospital is 
wanted at a cost of $29,000 and fire escapes to 
same and main building, $3,000. 

The committee recommends in all $117,200 to 
be spent on ptblic buildings, and as the 
wishes of the board are the same as the com- 
mittee the recommendations will pass without 
being trimmed. 

TO IMPROVE THE PARKS. 

The next portion of the report of the board 
is also interesting, particularly 
owners of carriages who drive 
in the parks. Commissioner 
wants $2,000 for a bridge in Benton Park, ,- 
500 to place an observatory in Carondelet 
Park, in order that visitors can see the beau- 
ties of the surrounding country, and $1,500 
for an entrance, new road and water pipe in 
O'Fallon Park.

APPROPRIATIONS FOR STREETS. 

Street Commissioner George Burnett also 
submits aa interesting list of estimates for 
new work, first of which is $165,000 tor the 
Twenty-first street bridge over the railroad 
tracks. Of this $30,000 willbe spent on stone 
work. and $185,000 on superstructure and steel 
work. He estimates the cost of a bridge for 
Bircher street near Florrisant avenue to cost 
$5,000; aculverton new Manchester road east 
of Tamm street $1,500,and a culvert on Gravois 
avenue west of Bates street $2,500, or $174,000 
for new bridges and culverts. 

In the street improvements he estimates 
that $8,217 will be spent for paving Jefferson 
avenue from Atlantic street to West Jefferson 
avenue and $100,000 forall other improvements 
of streets and alleys. He also estimates the 
expenditure for reconstruction of streets, less 
the 2% per cent limitation, to be $09,815. In 
all, his estimates amount to $382,032. 

An ordinance which will no doubt pass the 
Municipal Assembl was adopted dy the 
board, which istothe effect that Pine street 
sidewalks, on both sides from Fourth to Sev-

States Marshal F. X. McDonald left Boston 
to-day for Columbus, O., having in charge 
James Brown; who in July, 1866, was 
arrested for murder on the high 


seas,and in October of that year was con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged. 

Brown’s sentence was commuted in Janu- 
ary, 1867, by President Johnson to imprison- 
ment for life and he was placed in the State 
je at Chariestown. At that time he was 
2 years old and was a most 
troublesome prisoner, committing during 
sixteen years twenty-seven different 
assaults on officers. Iu 1883 he was taken 
to the insane asylum at Washington, 
but after a stay of nineteen months 
was returned to Boston. The prison 
commissioners have for a long time 
been trying to getrid of him and the United 
States Attorney -Gepnerul finally has issued or- 
ders under which Brown is to be taken to the 
State prison at Columbus. He is now 45 years 
old and has been in prison twenty- 
three years. At the trial there 
was some sensational evidence about Brown 
and others drinking the blood oftheir vic- 
tim. This is the lastcase of conviction for 
murder on the high seas in the United States 
Court, in this district.

The case against Columbus Wright, the 
— who figured so highly in last Sunday’s 
riot, occupied nearly three bours in Po 
Justice Meegan’s Court yesterday afternoon, 
Wright presented a sorrowful appearance, as 
it will be remembered he was shot in the head 
by Policeman Kelsey. Policeman O’Gara tes- 
tified that he anticipated trouble all day Sun- 
day with the negroes and found it at one time 
necessary to call the assistance of a brother 
officer. hen the latter arrived neither of 
the officers could find any traces of the 
negroes, as a moment prior to this they were 
monopolizing the sidewalks and corners 
around Broadway ,and Haven street. 
Later on Officer O'Gara was informed 
that; several ladies during the afternoon 
had been insulted by the negroes who had 
then congregated on the corner of Broadway 
and Filmore street. When O’Gara attempted 
to arrest Wright severai of the negroes pres- 
ent knocked himdown and then ran away. 
At this moment Officer Kelsey appeared and 
gave chase. O'Gara telephoned for the patrol- 
wagon. Police Sergeant George McNamee 
and Officer Thomas O’Brien arrived on the 
scene with the wagon. The negroesran into s 
house on Filmore street and after a severe 
fight, in which Officer Keisey was cut on the 
face and Wrigbt and Wade Brown were shot, 
they were finally arrested. Wright's testi- 
mony differed somewhat from that of O’Gara’s 
and Kelsey's. The case of disturbing the 
peace was dismissec, but a fine of 3 and 
costs was imposed for resisting arrest 
Wright immediately took an appeal.

Company, of which company he was Presi- 

dent, shortly before 5 o’clock yesterday morn- 

ing by the colored porter, Louls Napoleon. 

He was dead. The porter called a policeman, 
and the body was cut down. 

Plainly it was a case of saicide, but what the 
cause might be, the thought that compelled 
him to this deed, did not appear on any scrap 
of paper that fell under the eye of the porter 
orthe policeman. The former’s story is in- 
teresting as ghowing how the last hours of 
Mr. Jackson were passed. ‘‘It was between 5 
and 6 o’clock,’’ he says, when Mr. Jackson 
drove away from the office. I thought he was 
going home as usual and locked up the office 
for the night. About 7 o’clock he returned 
and knocked at the door down stairs where I 
live, and Llet him in. He said he had some 
letters to write and went upstairs. He told 
me not to bother about him, but I staid 
around so that if he wanted mel would be there 
He gavé me a paper to read about 9 
o'clock and asked me for some envelopes. I 
got the envelopes and be told me not to sit up 
as he would stay there all night. About 10:30 
he asked me wherethe nearest concentration 
mail box was. I told bim Main and Carr 
streets, and he went out with the letters he 
had been writing. While he was gone I gota 
quilt from my wife and spread it 
on the sofa. He came back about II o'clock 
and went up into the office. I went to bed 


and heard nothing of him. I got up about 4 
o’clock inthe morning and went up stairs. 
As Lopened the door of the office I saw the 
body hanging against the office railing.’’ 

The place selected for his ending by Mr. 
Jackson is at the foot of Biddle street across 
the Levee from the elevator. It is atwo-story 
brick building, the lower floor being occupied 
by the porter, Louis Napoleon, and the upper 
floor being the office of the elevator. Along 
the center of the office is 1 
row of posts between which the railing 
separating the public from the private portions 
of the office is built. It was to one of the 

ts that Mr.Jackson attached the small 
rope with which he ended his life. He did it 
very coolly. He took some twine and tied the 
end ofthe rope in a loop. It was wound very 
carefully and strongly for about three inches. 
Through. the loop thus made, four or five 
inches long, the rope was passed, and Mr. 
Jackson then put it round his neck. He stood 
upon a chair when be placed the noose over 
his head, and having adjusted the rope kicked 
the chair away and fell Almost to 
the floor. The chair fell so near his 
feet he could have reached it 
by stretching out a leg and so raised himself. 
© might have lifted his hands and saved 
hinfself, but the determination to die was too 
strong. Or it might be that a drug had some- 
thing to do with his ending. In the 
office near where Mr. Jackson had been 
working was found yesterday a dry, empty 
bottle aring no label. In speaking of his 
suicide yesterday many friends remarked that 
in conversations with him on Friday after- 
noon Mr. Jackson had seemed quite cheerful.

After he was 
left alone, it is probable that Mr. Jackson be- 
gan preparations for his death. He must then 

ave turned out the lights himself and hung 
bimeelf in the darkness. That may have been 
any time after 12:30 o’clock and before 4:30 
o’clock saturday morning, but it is probable 
that the chair was overturned and the eleva- 
tor President fell into eternity before 2 o’clock 
Saturday morning. 

THE INQUEST 
Was pheld at 8 p. m. yesterday at the late 
residence of the deceased, 2103 Park avenue. 
Deputy Coroner Andrew Brown conducted the 
examination, taking the testimony of but two 
witnesses. Mrs. Jane Jackson, the wife of 
the deceased, was the first witness and she 
said: The deceased is my husband, a mer- 
chant by occupation, who was born in Ireland 
and is now 67 years of He died sometime 
between the hours of 8 p. m. Friday and 6 
a. m. Saturday. He has, for the past three 
weeks, deen a sufferer very much, bein 
quite restiess and sleeping very little. t 
seemed to me that his mind was somewhat 
affected, but I do not know of any business 
troubles whivh would so affect him, although 
Isuppose there must have been something. 
His home relations were very pleasant, and I 
cannot account for his having committed 
suicide. He went to attend to. business on 
Friday moaning between the hours of 7 
and 8, and that is the last I saw of him alive.’’

Shortly after he came 
to me and gave mea paper to read, 
again for me not to mind him, as be was going 
to stay allnight. Ithen told my wife to get 
him aquilt, asIthought he might be cold. 
This was about 10 p. m. He seemed cheerful 
at that time, and noticed nothing strange 
about bis actions. In afew minutes he went 
out to mail some ietters and returned 
to his office about 11 o’clock. He then 
went upstairs to his office and locked the 
outside door. That is the last time I saw him 
alive. About 4:30 a. m. Saturday I got up 
and went through tne office to see if every- 
thing was allright. I thought deceased was 
still sleeping, but saw him standing, 
as I thought, with his face against a

im and found a thin rope, like 
a clothes line, fastened about his 
neck and wrapped three times around the 
post. He was dead and cold. I at once noti- 

ed the police, and an officer who came cut 
down the remains. 

THE VERDICT. 

No other witnesses were examined, and the 
verdict rendered was that the deceased came 
to his death by banging, with suicidal intent, 
while suffering with acute insomnia or loss of 
sleep combined with worry caused by busig 
ness troubles. 

THE FUNERAL. 

Monday afternoon at 8 o’clock the funeral 
services will be held at the family residence, 
21038 Park avenue. The interment will be pri- 
vate, and friends are requested not to send 
flowers.

As will be seen from the testimony given 
before the Coroner yesterday Mr. Jackson re- 
turned to his office at the elevator at about 7 
o’clock. His mind was then fully made up to 
end the worry he had suffered by 
ending his life. His first thoughts were for 
his family and his friends. He was anxious 
that the world should not judge him harshly. 
He sat down at his desk to recommend bis 
loved ones to the care of trusted friends and 
to did good-bye to business associates, who 
will miss John Jackson and his quaint say- 
ings, which were so often quoted among those 
who knew the man intimately and could ap- 
preciate his humor and originality. 

Alone in the elevator office on the river 
front, where all signs of life disappear after 
nightfall, John Jackson sat at his desk on Fri- 
day night to write his last messages to his 
family and friends, to tell them that his hopes 
bad been shattered; that after 68 years of 
effort he was a disappointed and discouraged 
man, distracted by the troubles that crowded 
upon him and unable to continue the battle. 
He had led his business associates into a dis- 
astrous transaction. When he saw an oppor- 
tunity to rescue them they refused to accept 
his advice, and the bad results of his first 
suggestion continued to pileup. They had 
distrusted his business judgment, and he was 
responsible for the tide of losses which he 
could not check. 

It was with these reflections that Mr. Jack- 
gon sat down and penned a number of letters. 

Tbey were all written on the letter- heads of 
the st Louis Elevator Co., and in a neat, 
steady hand, not a page bearing a blot or 
blur or evidence of having been folded but 
once before being put into the envelopes. 
They were all written in the office on Friday 
night. At 12:30 o’clock the night watchman 
saw alight inthe office, but at his second 
round all was in darkness. Mr. Jackson did 
not leave the office except to mail the letters, 
which bore postmarks of 8a.m. The letters 
were delivered yesterday morning. 

One of these was 

TO MR. J. B. M. KEHLOR 
one of the largest stockholders in the St. Louis 
Elevator Co. It was as follows: 


J. B. M. Kehlor, Esq.: 

DEAR Srtr—Please think kindly of me when I 
am gone. Ihave not done well, but I have 
done my best. We have spent a large amount 
in rebuilding the warehouse this season and 
the elevator is in better condition than it has 
been for years. I sino@rely hope Mr. Updike 
and Gen. Grier will take charge of it. Mr. 
Ghiselin is the best accountant lever had be- 
side me, besides he is a good judge of grain 
as well as knowing how to bandle it, and if 1 
had taken advice instead of 
listening to Capt. Haarstick and 
some other directors—not you—Ma 
wheat would have been sold against our 
and 4. and we would have been allright. You 
have been true to me andI have tried to be 
true to you. May God bless and prosper you.

the real estate agent, who transacted Mr. 
Jackson's business in that line, reached him 
yesterday morning after he had learned of the 
suicide. Speaking of his last interview with 
Mr. Jackson and the letter he received, Mr. 
Warner yesterday said: 

**I was with Mr. Jackson,“ he remarked, 
**at6o’clock last evening. He called at the 
Planters’ House where I board to see me. 
He remained at the hotel for some time, 
chatting, and never saw him more 
Pleasant. In fact, he was of a most 
cheerful disposition 477 and always 
seemed to be happy. Of ali men in the world, 
he the last I would expect to commit 
suicide. While at the hotel he purchased an 
afternoon paper, chatted and joked and left 
to attend a meeting of some kind as he toid 
me. Iasked him to remain to supper, but he 
said he could not, as he had this meeting to 
attend. At 8 o’olock this morningI was 
aroused from bed by Mr. Jackson’s 
eon George, who came to the hotel 
to ask if had seen his father. I told 
him I had not seen him since about 6 o' clock. 
when he left meat the hotel. The son told 
me his father had not reached home up to 2 
o’clock, when he left home to hunt him. He 
said be supposed he was all right. but as he 
was in the habit of returning home much 
earlier they had naturally become a little un- 
easy about him. His father hadsome meeting 
to attend, he knew, and he supposed it bad 
lasted until late and his father had very likely 
missed his car. 

His letter to me was of a private nature, 
but he did request me in it to look after the 
interests of his wife and boy in his real estate. 
lpaid no attention to this, however, as he 
wasin the habit of always saying to me in a 
jocose manner that I must look after his wife 
and boy in these real estate deals. He also 
complained that loss of sleep fortwo weeks 
had almost crazed him and bid be good-bye. 
Those were the only statements in the letter 
which might be considered as having any ref- 
erence to the suicide, but I should never have 
paid any attention to them if I had not al- 
ready heard of his suicide, for it was charac- 
teristic of Mr. Jackson to write just such a 
letter. 

In closing his letter to Mr. Warner Mr. 
Jackson wrote: 

As for myselt I am fairly beat. Wheat is too 
many for me. 

The letter then goes on to request Mr. Warner 
to carry out a certain real estate deal he had 
been endeavoring to make for Mr. Jackson, 
and concludes as follows: Do all you can to pro- 
tect my wife and son. So good-bye, good-bye.

On the margin of the letter was written: 

Loss of sleep for the last two weeks has made me 
crazy.

THE CAUSE. 5 

As the letters printed above indicate, the 
cause of John Jackson's suicide was May 
wheat. If the St. Louis Elevator Co. had sold 
against theirstock of wheat they could not 
possibly have lost any money. The stock 
of No. 83 and of No. 4wheatinthat house was 
especially large, andthe company undoubt- 
ediy lost heavily. Gossip on Change placed 
the loss at $500,000. It was also stated that 
they heid contracts for 3,000,000 bushels 
May, but these were all rumors. An 
investigation into the condition of the Ele- 
vator company will be begun at once. 

ON CHANGE. 

The tidings of his fearfully 
death threw the members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange into a fer- 
ment, and business was practically 
suspended for a long time, and was seriously 
interrupted during the entire day by the dis- 
cussions and questions concerning the cause 
of the suicide. No face and figure was better 
known to the members of the exchange than 
that of John Jackson, andto judge bythe ex- 
pressions of regret and sympathy that 
were uttered on all sides, few habitues of the 
floor could equal the deceased in popularity. 
The surprise was universal, as Mr. Jackson 
has generally been supposedfto be the posses- 
sor of a fortune exceeding a million dollars. 
His letters were regarded as explaining his su- 
icide, which was ascribed to his losses in 
May wheat, and the embarrassments entailed 
by them. Nearly all expressed the belief that 
the most of his trading must have been done 
outside of the city, probably in Chicago, as 
his losses here were apparently insufficient to 
account for any entangiement which could not 
have beén relieved by the 

ASSISTANCE OF FUNDS. 
which was freely proflered. D. P. Slattery a 
few days ago remarked to a POsT-DISPATCH 
reporter that Mr. Jackson appeared troubled 
and worried, and not at all like himself. 

„The old man looks badly,’’ remarked Mr. 
Slattery. ‘‘Heis anxious about something. I 
wonder whether it’s money matters?’’ 

Mr. Slattery then approached Mr. Jackson, 
asked bim what worried him, and told him 
that it he could help him to draw on him 
Slattery) for $100,000 or more if necessary. 

he old gentieman exclaimed: ‘‘Pooh, 
pooh!’’ and walked off. 

PAUL FUSZ 
remarked: ‘‘I am not at all in the same line 
of business that Mr. Jackson was, and there- 
fore know nothing definite about his trans- 
actions. I had always supposed him to bea 
man worth from $600,000 to $700,000. Since his 
suicide I have been told that he has been ter- 
ribly embarrassed for about six months past, 
having to borrow money at 8 per cent a 
month. How much truth there is in this I can 
not say, but I believe that losses in wheat will 
be found to be at the bottom of the tragedy.’’ 
D. P. GRIER, 

President of tne Grier Commission Co., 
was asked by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
whether Mr. Jackson was losing May wheat 
through his firm. 

„Mr. Jackson was not long a five with us, 
emphatically replied Mr. Grier. Jes, 
the St. Louis Elevator is long May 
wheat with us, and I guess 
they re well able to take care of all their 
trades, but Mr. Jackson, personally, didn’t 
have a bushel bought. 

MAY WHEAT. 

The speculation which is generally be- 
lieved to have led to the suicide was the May 
wheat deal which was written upa couple of 
weeks ago in the POsST-DIsPATCH. In that 
article, it was stated that several commission 
firms were supposed to belong a large amount 
of May wheat for different customers, having 
bought a large part of the wheat at and above 
$l. be firms principally interested on 
the long or buying side were the Grier Com- 
mission Co., Langenberg Bros. & Co. and John 
Wahl & Co. It was understood that the Grier 
Commission Co. were the chief longs 
and had most of the wheat bought 
for John B. Lyons, a heavy speculator in Chi- 
cago, and identified with N. K. Fairbank, 
Old Hutch’’ and others, who were supposed 
to be running a deal in May wheat 
at Chicago. It was also stated 
that besides Lyons, several St. Louis elevator 
companies were interested in the long side of 
May wheat in this market. Usually when an 
elevator carries its own or part of its 
own stock of grain, it sells against 
it for some future delivery in order to make 
carrying charges and profit, too, if that is 

ssible. Thus they bave the wheat provided 
or and can carry it without loss to themselves. 
It is alleged, in fact it bas been an open 
secret on the floor, that three at least of the 
elevators in this market were not alone the 
owners of their stock of wheat, but were aleo 
long May wheat, instead of having it sold.

Exactly what his fortune consists of is not 
fully known, butthe list would include some 
$600,000 worth of real estate, St. Louis Elevator 
stock, People's Railway stock, Third National 
Bank stock, and stock in the Safe Deposit Co. 
He sold most of his bank stock 
some time ago and other securities. 
He also took out his stock in the Safe Deposit 
& Trust Co. of St. Louis of which he was a 
director to dispose of a short time ago, but 
changed his ind and decided to hold it 
awhile longer. Mr. Jackson was oss 0 ae 
stockholdei in this concern, either, but as the 
stock is very profitable it is strange that he 
should desire to dispose of it unless hard 
pressed for money. There are other good 
paying stocks which he is said to have sold 
within the past few months. 


HIS REALTY HOLDINGS. 

Mr. Jackson has speculated quite exten- 
sively in real estate during the past few 
years, and his ventures in that direc- 
tion have been very successful. Within the 
period named he bought the magnificent sub- 
division known as Chamberlain Park, and 
after perfecting an elaborate plan of improve- 
ments he sold 3 reat many lots to 
parties who have since built handsome homes 
there. Last December this entire property 
was disposed of in bulk to a Boston syndicate 
for $152, 500. 

During March of last year Mr. Jackson pur- 
chased the business property, 2742 feet front, 
on Olive street, next west of Pope’s Theater, 
for $70,000, and shortly afterwards he 
bought theater property, front 
ing 100 feet on Olive, for $280,000. These 
two purcbases made an investment of $350,000 
at the northwest corner of Olive and Ninth 
streets. In addition to that he owned 500 feet 
of ground on the south side of Forest Park 
boulevard besides the residence at 2003 Park 
avenue, the entrance to Benton place. 

Charles Pope held a mortgage on Pope’s 
Theater for $55,000. This he exchanged for 
1,200 shares Granite Mountain Mining Stock. 
A Third National Bank official or director now 
holds the mortgage and the mining stock. 
James Campbell made the trade. 

It was very generally known that Mr. Jack- 
son had also acquired 8 either by 
pores or lease, immediately in the rear of 

ope’s Theater, and extending north to Lo- 
cust street, and that arrangements were well 
advanced forthe improvement of the whole 
half block upon a very extensive scale. These 
matters, though, bad not progressed sufli- 
ciently far to cause him any financial embar- 
assment. The fact is that Eastern parties pro- 
posed to provide the necessary funds to insure 
the success of the onterprise. 

MR. JACKSON’S LIFE. 

John Jackson was born in County Down, 
North Ireland, April 21, 1821, of Scotch-Irish 
parents. , His father was a farmer and he 
trained his son in habits of industry 
and gave him all the educational privi- 
leges the county afforded. When 19 
years old Mr. Jackson entered a whole- 
sale grocery house in Belfast and remained 
there twelve years. He then came to America 
and landed at New Orleans in 1852. His busi- 
ness connections in that city were with the 
house of Dyas & Co., and in 1855 he moved to 
St. Louis and established the branch house of 
McGill, Jackson & Oo., salt dealers. The bus- 
ines8 was successful, he made money and 
soon became identified with the important 
„ ofthe city. He was a director of 
the abash Western for several years and 
was prominently identified with the great 
bridge from the time it was first sug- 

ested until it was completed. He was 

esident of the South ass Jetty Co. 
and an earnest supporter of Capt. Eads in the 
great undertaking which resulted in making 
a safe aud permanent harbor for all classes 
of vessels at New Orleans. He was 
one of the first subscribers to the St. Louis 
Elevator Co., which now controls the East 
St. Louis and Venice Elevators and occupies 
the St. Louis salt warehouse, and when the 
com was organized, in 1864, he was 
elected President. He has held that position 
and under 1 1 the 
the company has grown at 
propo ns. Mr, Jackson was intevested in 
many other ventures in St. Louis. 

Mr. Jackson leaves a wife and two children, 
Geo Jackson and Mrs. Amadce Oole. 
daughter is the older of the two, the son de- 
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competition, Mr. Jackson went to his compe- 
titor and said: ‘‘I want you to understand 
that I nelther ask nor give quarter. This is a 
fight tothe death.’’ If Mr. Jackson met with 
any business reverses of such magni- 
tude as to preciude a full settlement 
it is probable that with his motto of not giv- 
ing or taking quarter, he felt that his cred- 
itors would take the same position. Being a 
man of great determination, death was pref- 
erable to the humiliation of accepting a 
favor.’’ x 
A SON’s WATCH. 

An intimate friend of the deceased said: ‘‘I 
know that this catastrophe was by no means 
unexpected to the family of Mr. Jackson, 
although of course the shock is terrible. For 
about two weeks he has been in very low 
spirits, as it is generally understood, because 
of heavy financial losses, although for tgs I 
can not personally vouch. What Ido know is 
that during the period of time I have men- 
tioned, his son George has been watching him 
most closely. Except when onthe floor here 
he kept him under his eye continually, 
and never left him alone for an instant. Late 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Jackson gave him 
the slip, and this is the result. His son is at 
his house now. I know that Mr. 
Jackson wrote several letters to dif- 
ferent friends, but I have not seen any 
of them. WhatIdo know is that his family 
have feared something like this ever since the 
first of the month. It is saia that he was long 
on May wheat, and that his losses in this, 
coupled with previous disastrous operations, 
threw his mind off its balance. Without act- 
ual knowledge I believe this to be the cause of 
his rash act. 

JOHN R. LIONBERGER’S OPINION, 

Yesterday afternoon John R. Lionberger 
said: ‘‘Some years age when I was President 
of the Third Nationa Bank, I had considera- 
ble business transactions with Mr. Jackson 
and knew a great deal concerning his affairs. 
Of late years, however, since I resigned the 
Presidency of the bank and i “retired 
from active business, I have known nothing 
concerning his business interests. Mr. Jack- 
gon was a man whom I esteemed very highly, 
however, and I was very much grieyed to hear 
of his taking his life. Although not a di- 
rector in the Third Natzonal any longer, I 
went down there this morning after hearing 
of this affair and examined the securities 
he had deposited with the bank. They 
were more than sufficient to cover 
his indebtedness to the institution. I 
can assign no causefor his act except over- 
work. You see Mr. Jackson was a man close 
onto 70 years of age, and yet he worked as 
hard as if he were not over A man at bis 
age cannot work as he did when a young man, 
although he never seemed to realize this. He 
was an extremely active, energeticman and 
overtaxed his strength by 3 | as he did. 
He had been purchasing a great deal of real 
estate and I suppose did not have it all paid 
for. No doubt he had some notes trom 
this or other sources falling due and 
perhaps was pressed to meet them just at the 
present time. Then being an old man ne 
worried about the matter more than he would 
if younger, and while depressed by this wor- 
riment no doubt killed himself. It was all 
done, in my opinion, in a fit of worriment. 
Sometimes, you know, it is harder for a man 
to meet a note of $10,000 than it is at other 
times for him to pay $60,000, and I suppose 
some notes of his were falling due just when 
be needed the money in other directions, It 
is a sad affair and 1 think his letter to Mr. 
Kehlor is one of the most touching things I 
huve ever read. 

SECRET MEETING OF THE ELEVATOR DIRECTORS 

To get at an estimate of the St. Louis Ele- 
vator’s losses or Mr. Jackson's losses in the 
big wheat deal was impossiblej yesterday. 
Those who were in a condition to know any- 
thing about the company's business either de- 
nied thatthey knew anything or refused to 
speak. Their secretiveness was impressive. 
They refused even to correct the wildest 
rumors and with caution re ned from 
committing themselves to any statement 
whatever. The directors of the company, 
who were in the city, were busy with the 
affairs of the Elevator Go. all yesterday and

JACKSON’S PRIVATE FORTUNE.

the shipwreckedmen, The storm commenced 
at about 2 o’clock on Saturday morning, the 
16th of March, and lasted until Sunday a little 
after 5 o’clock in the morning. The Eber was 
driven on the shorereef. She broke up in 
pieces in a few minutes, only one officer and 
four men being saved. Pieces of the 
Eber are now strewn about the beach in all 
directions. When she struck the reef she 
keeled over into deep water, and probably her 
guns, which were ofsome weight, assisted in 
smashing up the vessel quickly. The officers 
and the men immediately wentto the Ameri- 
can consulate, where all assistance possible 
was rendered them. Shortly afterward the 
Adler also drifted on the same reef a little 
further westward. It would hardly be cred- 
ited by any person who had not seen it that 
such a heavy ship as the Adler could be lifted 
so high on the reef, which is uncovered at 
low water. She is now lying on her port side, 
high and dry, only a few feet of her side being 
under water at high tide. We have learned 
the exact number of the officers and men 
(twenty) who were lost from the Adler. 

Early on Sunday morning the work of rescue 
commenced. Boats manned by parties from 
shore were engaged in saving the lives of the 
officers and crew, who were outonthe wreck 
nearly twenty-four hours. Capt. Fritz suf- 
fered some injuries and had to be assisted to 
the German firm’s premises, and several oth- 
ers were also injured. It is surprising, from 
the force with which the vessel went tothe 
reef that more accidents did not occur. The 
shock must have been fearful, and the Adler 
must have been a strongly built vessel to 
stand it so well. Sallors and Samoans since 
Sunday were busily engaged in saving small 
arms and other property from the sbip. 

THE NIPSIC. 

The United States steamer Nipsic was the 
next on the list of casualties. It was observa- 
ble from the shore that she would not be able 
to hold out. She was drifting toward the reef, 
and at about 9o’clock she started for the 
shore and just touched the pointof the reef 
with her rudder, which was carried away, to- 
gether with her stern-post, but by the skillful 
management of the Captain and officers they 
succeeded in beaching her on the sand. 
Great credit is due forthe mannerin which the 
Nipsic was handled, for if she had gone on 
the reef a larger number of lives would 


undoubtedly have been lost. As itis we learn 
that seven men were drowned, but all would 
have been saved if they Bad stuck to the ship. 
As we now write (Tuesday) she floats at high 
water anda numberof Samoans and all the 
crew ofthe ship are busily engaged in pre- 
paring to hedge her off. 

Early in the mornipg the Olga collided with 
the Nipsic doing the iatter considerable dam- 
age, carrying — her smoke- stack, steam 
launch and part of her Dulwarks. On account 
of the smoke-stack being broken off the fur- 
naces would not draw to keep 4a 
full head of steam on. Excepting for 
this accident the Nipsic, which has 
powerful engines, might have rode out the 
gale in safety. On Thursday morning the 
Nipsic was successfully floated outto her old 
anchorage. Her propeller is too much in- 
jured to be repaired in Samoa, and her rudder 
is gone. We believe itis the intention of the 
Admiralto fix a new rudder and send the 
Nipsic under gail to either Auckland or 


Sydney. 
THE VANDALIA. 

The Vandalia was the most unfortunate 
vessel of the United States squadron. She 
drifted about 9o’clock to the Calliope and 
Oiga, and came into collision 
with both. The Calliope struck her 
with great force onthe port, doing consider- 
able damage. The Vandalia still continued 
drifting almost in company with the Calliope, 
but the latter vessel having lost nearly all her 
anchors, put full steam on and went steadily 
out to sea. she was watched as far as could 
be seen through the mist, with great interest, 
and many surmises were expressed as to 
whethor she would get out safely. The Call! 
ope returned to port on Tuesday, and had 
suffered very little damage except the loss of 
her bowsprit and some boats. 

The Captain of the Vandalia, seeing no hope 
of saving his ship, headed herfor the shore, 
and in endeavoring to reach the sandy beach 
unfortunately struck the reef and filled, and 
sank before she could beach, within about 
fifty yards from the stern of the Nipsic. The 
Captain, paymaster, pay-clerk, Lieutenant of 
Marines and many men were washed over- 
board. The vessel was completely submerged, 
and all hands had to take to the rigging, 
where they remained until the Trenton was 
driven alongside about 8 o’clock in the night, 
when most 02 the officers and 
crew on the Trenton, excepting 
Lieut. Ripley, who jumped into the sea 
just before the mast gave wer and with 
great difficulty swam to the shore; he then 
procured a whale- boas and, with the aid of 
Samoans, got a line out tothe wreck. The 
loss of life in the Vandalia were the com- 
mander, three officers and thirty-nine sea- 
men and marines. Divers have been engaged 
since Monday. On Tuesday the safe was re- 
covered, which contained about $40,000. 

THE TRENTON. 

The Trenton, meanwhile, was coming closer 
to the land. She had her bridge ports broken 
in, which left an opening and the 
sea came in great quantities through 
this opening and the bawse pipes, 
getting into the fires. This was, unfor- 
tunately, fatal to the chances of saving the 
Admiral’s ship. The engineers were unable 
to keep up steam. All hands were ordered to 
the pumps, which were kept constantly goin 
allday. About 8 o’clock the Trenton h 
drifted down toward the Olga, which vessel 
was then about 500 yards from the reef. Both 
ships tried to avoid touching, buta collision 
was inevitable. The Olga now struck the 
Trenton on the quarter, opening a large 
breach and other damage, 
and the bow was emashed. 
After he cleared each 
other, the Trenton drifted still turther toward 
the reef, and one time held fairly well to her 
anchors; but at about 8 oe’elock she Sroppes 
down just clear of the reef and on the Van- 
dalia. The Trenton’s stern was aground. 
She was broadside on the sunken vessel, and 
the poor fellows who had been on the Van- 
dalia’s yard about twelve hours got onto the 
Trenton, being assisted by the Admiral’s 
crew with lines and contrivances. On Sunday 
morning boats were busily engaged all day in 
removing the men from the ship to the shore, 
which was accomplished without accident. 
All were removed before night. 

On Monday twenty-five Samoans"from Ma- 
taafa s camp and the men-of-war sailors were 
working hard all day suving property from 
the Trenton, and several Samoans and sailors 
were also en working on the other ships 
ashore. No lives were lost. The Trenton is a

The officers of the Vandalia were doing their 
utmost to save some cherishedmomentoes and 
hired native divers. As a general thing the 
natives were honest, but one case stands out 
in marked contrast. Chief Engineer Green of 
the Vandalia had in his state room between 
$300 and #400 in gold. Green hired a diver who 
said he could not save the money as the 
state room door could not be opened. Green 
hired another diver who asserted that the 
door was open. The first diver confessed to 
have stolen all the money but $150. 

The Nipsic is fitted up with the Vandalia’s 
furniture. The Trenton is. hard and fast on 
the reef. Her bottom is full of holes and filled 
with water up to her gundeck. The crews 
have been working ten hours daily trying to 
save some of the rigging and persona! effects 
and stores. The Vandalia “is totally lost. 
Nothing can be saved from her. Nearly every 
day since the wreck of the vessels, bodies of 
the drowned are being washed up, greatly de- 
composed and unrecognizable. 

Arumor is current in Apia that the Ad- 
miral and consuls are endeavoring to arrange 
matters between Mataafa and Tamasese 80 as 


to induce them to return to their homes until 
1 


after the Samoan conference. 
A ROUGH VOYAGE. 

The Alameda had one ofthe roughest trips 
in her experience, encountering gales and 
heavy seas until she reached Honolulu. She 
stopped at Tutuila, an island of the Samoan 
group, at 100’clock on the morning of March 
29, where shefound the American schooner 
Equator, with American mails and ten cadets 
from the American war’ ships wrecked 
at Apia. Commander Morse upon tearning of 
the disaster tothe American ships, at once 
sailed for Apia. On the way he metthe mail 
cutter and received the German mails at 
Apia. The Alameda took on board thirty-six 
wounded seamen, also Lieut. Ripley ana 
twenty-nine wounded seamen to come upon 
the Honolulu steamer. The Alameda brought 
the following naval cadets from the man-of- 
war Trenton: R. Stocker, F. W. Hebbs. B.O. 
Decker, B. W. Wells, W. S. Cloke, G, W. Logan 
and R. Jackson, and naval cadets H. A. Wiley,

The Olga at Sydney. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch, 
SYDNEY, New South Wales, April 13.—The 
German war ship Olga has arrived here from 
Samoa to repair the damages she sustained in 
the recent hurricane at Samoa which sank her 


companion ships, the Eber and Adler, and 
the American vessels. The Olga’s damages 
are slight. She has on board the commander, 
two officers and thirty of the crewof the 
Adler. Thesteamer Rockton has been char- 
tered by Admiral Kimberley, and will start 
immediately for Samoa to convey the crews of 
the American war ships Trenton and Van- 
dalia to San Francisco. 

The steamer Lubeck, which left Apia on 
April 2, reports that the Nipsicis badly in- 
ured, and that it is very aoubtful if she will 
e able to return to America. The Lubeck 
also reports that a large number of the bodies 
of the seamen who were drownedon board 
the ill-fated vessels have been recovered. The 
bodies have been buried at Apia. The Lubeck 
brought to Svdney the officers belonging to 
the Eber. They will proceed to Germany in 
the steamer — 2 Three officers and 
seventy-five men will be left at Apia to guard 
the interests of Germans. 


A SUMMER RESORT, 


Plans of the Frisco Co. to Establish One on 
the Banks of the Meramec. 


Before the snow falls a $75,000 hotel, on the 
latest and most convenient plan, will be 
erected by the ’Frisco road at their summer 
resort on the Meramec River, fifteen miles 
west of St. Louis. Maj. John Wynn of that 
company, who is an enthusiastic promoter of 
the park scheme, is now out on a tour of in- 


spection, viewing a number of the finest 
hotels at the prominent summer re- 
sorts. He is at present at the 
Crescent House at Eureka Springs, Ark., and 
in case the advantages of that building favor- 
ably impress him, the hotel at Meramec Park 
may be modeled after it. As itis, the park is 
an assured thing and the Frisco folks are 
enthusiastic in the matter. The site chosen 
isonthe banks of the Meramec River three 
miles beyond Kirkwood. One hundred and 
twenty acres of ground has been bought and 
paid for. Mr. J. J. Coakley, yard 
master of the ’Frisco, said when seen by a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter in reference to the 
deal: We have some high ideas in regard to 
our park and suppose we won’t be able 
to do half what we want to do for 
several years, but we can start at it. Sun- 
day a party of over 150 is going out with a 
nuinber of the directors and any suggestion 
made will be considered. A force of 
from twenty to thirty men has 
been kept at work cleanirg and grading the 
age for the past two weeks, and will soon 

ave everything in ship shape. If St. Louis 
people could only appreciate the fact, we will 
have as pretty ana complete a summer resort 
as can be found in the country. We will have 
thé medicinal springs, two of them, the Mera- 
mec River with as fine game oe as any 
Northern lake can produce, an altitude of 
400 feet higher than St. Louis, pretty and pic- 
turesque woods, bathing, boating, shooting, 
etc., and all within an easy half hour’s ride 
of St. Louis. We will erect a fine boat house. 
put in about 100 air-tight life boats, run our 
medicinal spring water to all parts of the 
grounds, erect our hotel and then defy 
competition. We shall so conduct the 
hotel that a business man need not spend all 
he earns in the winter keeping his family ata 
summer resort, either. The place is on our 
main line and the Missouri Pacific begins to 
see that we mean business, as they are run- 
ning a half-mile switch overto the grounds, 
It took us some time to find this spot, 
but we appreciate its value now 
that we have it. By next sum- 
we will de running an opera or concert at the 
park and run excursions down, but that is out 
of the question now. The syndicate of “re 
talists which has obtained control of 1. 
acres of land lying directly east of the park 
and fronting op the Meramec River fora 
distance of five miles is still preserving a dis- 
ecreet silence regarding the disposition of 
property, but it is hinted that plans fora 
magnificent cemetery are being drawn up for 
the consideratlon of the syndicate.

A SERGEANT’S SERVICES. 


ADAM NEIBERT SECURED NATURALIZATION 


PAPERS FOR FIFTY-ONE FOREIGNEBS. 


One of Delegate Lehman’s Friends Who 


Did Good Work for the Party at the Four 
Courts and Who Has Been Given a Soft 
Place at the City Hall—Gov. Francis Too 
Previous. 


HE charge against 
Delegate Julius Leh- 
man, who is accused 
of having by false tes- 
timony secured . nat- 
uralization papers 
has directed the 
attention to the 
wholesale manner in 
which cltizens were 
made at the Four 
Courts last September 
and October. The 
records of the Criminal Court and the Court 
of Criminal Correction bear testimony of the 
wide and intimate acquaintance of se- 
eral prominent politicians with the foreign 
citizens to whom qualifications they were 
able to testify under oath. That in some 
instances fraud was committed there was no 
doubt, even before the issue of the Commis- 
sioner’s warrant, making the allegation 
against Delegate Lehman. In September and 
October foreigners were brought tothe Four 
Courts in crowds. Many of them did not speak 
English and apparently did not understand the 
proceeding. In one instance a witness was 
heard to Inquire the name of an applicant in 
the ante-room. He then went into the court 
and swore tnat he knew that the applicant 
had arrived in this country a year before at- 
taining his majority, that his character was 
good and that he possessed the qualifications 
calculated to make him a good citizen. As 
many of the applicants were middle-aged 
men the witnesses must have sworn to a per- 
sonal acquaintance extending over ten or fif- 
teen years. 

Among these unduly acquainted politicians 
who appeared at the Four Courts in company 
with Delegate Lehman was Adam Neibert,who 
formerly held a position as a park- keeper and 
who largely through the influence of Delegate 
Lehman has just been made Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the new House of Delegates. He 
is apparently a man of a very wide 
acquaintance in this class of citizens. On his 
testimony fifty-one foreigners were natural- 
ized.

Many men are at 
work at this rate and we anticipate no trouble 
in procuring all the men we need to do the 
limited amount of work now in this market.

MEAT INSPECTION, 


Report of the City Inspector and His As- 
sistants for the Week. 


Chris Brokate, the Meat Inspector, sub- 
mitted his regular weekly report to Health 
Commissioner Dudley yesterday. The In- 


spector and his assistants inspected and ex- 
amined 348 meat shops, 46 slaughter-houses, 
24 pork-houses, 23 sausage establishments, 26 
commission houses, 7 market houses «und 8 
stock yards, which were allin first-class con- 
dition. He also inspected 5,740 cattle, 2,930 
sheep, 24,240 bogs, and found them in good 
condition, with the exception of 10 dead and 2 
crippled cattle, 18 dead and 82 crippled sheep, 
and 165 dead and 157 crippled hogs. He also 
condemed 100 pounds of salt beef and pork, 10 
pounds of mutton and 110 pounds of meat.

NOTES FROM LEADVILLE, 


The Output for March—Good News From the 
Ulster- Newton. 


Epecial Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

LEADVILLE, April 11.—The new machinery 
at the Ulster-Newton has been set in position 
and work commenced from the bottom of the 
shaft, about 800 feet from the surface. Drifts 
are being run eastward and westward, both 
being in porpbyry at the present time. It will 
be remembered that the deep Ulster-Newton 
shaft was sunk in a great porphyry dyke, so 


that the formations which would bave been 
passed through otherwise were hidden, and 
the shaft has not tothe present time proved 
anything whatever regarding the existence of 
ore in the Ulster-Newton property. The drifts 
that are now being driven, however, are ex- 
pected to run out of the dyke, although the 
extent and exact position of that, even, are 
unknown, and once outof the porphyry the 
probability is that the dlue limestone 
will be encountered. 
the limestone is found e 
ploration of the Ulster-Newton will not be 
so difficult. The biue limestone is the ore 
bearing zone of the Leadville formation, and 
in it runs the Silver Cord-Loulsville ore chute 
for which the Ulster-Newton people are look- 
ing. That it, and also the iron ore chutes ex- 
tend through the Ulster-Newton property is 
undoubted, although, it may cost consider- 
able money to fnd them. The Louisville Co. 
has alread followed the Silver Cord ore 
chute to within a comparatively short dis- 
tance of the Ulster-Newton line. 

A PECULIAR FORMATION. 

Regarding the main iron ore chute, somo 
important developments have recently been 
made by the Iron Silver Co. The north, 
main, and south iron ore chutes, together 
with the Silver Cord, the four being parallel 
and but a short distance from each other, 
when followed from the out*crops into Iron 
Hill, a distance of about 1.000 feet, 
apparently stopped. This was con- 
sidered singular, as the end of no other ore 
chute in Leadville had ever been found. Fur- 
ther exploration work, however, resulted in 
the discovery of the Silver Cord ore chute 
again, only it was found that it had pitched 
downward through the limestone, occupying 
n lower ore plane. The continuation of the 
south iron ore chute was next found in a sim- 
lar manner; aud lastiy, the Iron Silver Co., 
prospecting from the porphyry winze, has 
determined the continuation of the main Iron 
ore chute. The course of all these chutes is 
through the Ulster-Newton property. The 
ore which was discovered in the Ulster-New- 
ton about one year ago was only an isolated 
body lying alongside of the great porpbyry 
dike. Quite a considerable body of it was 
opened, but it was ot too low grade to beof 
any particular value. 

A report was current on the streets of Lead- 
ville, last week, that the Adams 

roperty had been leased to the 

lenrietta and Maid. There is no founda- 
tion whatever for the story, and the Adams 
Co. is operating ite mine as it has done during 
the past six months, and as it will provably 
continue todo. The Henrietta and Maid, by 
the way, has commenced storing ore on its 
great platfogm. 

At the Me lease, on the Allegheny, but 
littie work is being done, the exploration 
work hitherto conducted having failed to 
show any ore, even along the Mikado line.

GRAIN, PROVISION AND FINANCIAL MAR- 
KET FROM ITS PRESENT STANDPOINT. 


A Bearish Situation in Wheat—The Collapse 
in May Wheat—Too Much Corn asd a 
Break in Provisions and Hogs—Wali 
Street Items on Stocks and Finance— 
Local Chat From Change.

HICAGO, April 18.— 
In the wheat mar- 
ket there bas been a 
radical change in 
conditions and sen- 
timents as well as 
in price this week.

— last four days the 
market has been 
“? a - smothered under 
the combined weight of long wheat and specu. 
lative offerings of the old army of chronic 
short sellers. The market has been appar- 
ently wholly liberated from the restrictive in- 
fluences of manipulation and freedom of 
action has resulted in a smashing of values. 
The Government estiinate of crop conditions 
was not warranted by the facts at the time the 
reports upon which it was based were sent 
in, but the recent general rains have more 
than made up the deficiency between theoret- 
loal and actual condition, and the promise of 
& magnificent wheat crop was never more 
brilliant. There has been an abundance of 
moisture everywhere, except in Northern 
Dakota and Minnesota, and soaking rains in 
that section anytime within the next three 
weeks will do the business. Last year the 
seeding of spring wheat was not finished until 
the last of May. That was too late 
for safety and only two-thirds of a crop was 
harvested. The 15th of May is about the limit 
of the safety line for seeding. So far as moral 
effect goes a bountiful crop is already saved 
this year, though as a bare fact it will be ad- 
mitted that the winter wheat has hardly 
started and not more than 60 per cent of the 
spring wheat is in the groum@® The future 
has been generally discounted by the grain 
gamblers, who buy and sell the farmers’ 
property fifty times before it actually comes 
on the market. Something must happen to 
lose the gamblers’ money, something out of 
the natural order of things, a calamity or se- 
ries of calamities. The parrots ofthe wheat 
pit learnedly allude to a possible train of 
Gisasters as the chapter of accidents.’’ 
Manipulative support would have been pow- 
erless to stem the current this week. It was 
set resistently downward. Frightened longs 
and jubilantly courageous bears ran a race 
to see who could sell the most wheat inthe 
briefest period. Commenting on the pros- 
pects George Smith. a speculator with the 
high class of courage that enabled him to 
let his profits run until he 


had received 40c a bushel on nearly a million 
bushels, and whose opinion is therefore 
worth something, said: ‘‘We are passing 
from ayear of comparative scarcity into a 
— of prospective plenty. The crowd has 

een bulling July from $1.05 and Fairbank 
has been bulling May from $1.20 down. Ifthe 
present promise of abundance is fulfilled the 
market will be drowned by actual wheat and 
an enormous crop of contracts. I do 
not kvuow how low this may carry 
the price. The crop of contracts 
is already spilling over. B the time 
the wheat gets ready to come there will be 
fewer contracts to press on the markets per- 
haps. Meanwhile export business has been 
broughttoa standstill and foreigners who 
really want our wheat are holding off until 
our market gets through slumping. The mar- 
kets of the world are now substantially on the 
even keel. One ot the things that has been 
dragging wheat down more than anything 
else, and whose infinence has been in a certain 
sense covert, is the heavy stock of low grade 
flour that is glutting the markets at home and 
abroad. Good flour, like good wheat, is 
ascarcearticie and commands its price. It 
will continue to do so until good wheat on the 
next crop Lecomes available, which cannot be 
for ninety days at least. Therefore cash No. 
2 wheat is relutively stronger than futures, no- 
ticeably so here where the tail ofthe May 
deal is supposed to still have considerable vi- 
tality left. Hutchinson is oratorically bearish 
and actively bullish on the whole line of 
wheat futures of old as wellasthe new crop. 
Fairbank is long a big lot of July 
wheat, but while the selling fever 
is on nobod cares a hurrah 
about him. 10 has descended to 
the general level of big players, and now 
ranks along with Kauffmann, Ream, Cudahy, 
Linn, Phillippand a dozen others. How he 
came out in his May deal no one can tell but 
himself, and he maintains a discreet silence 
on the subject. He is supposed to have 
scalped out a big pot, but that his assets are 
less than they were at the summit of suc- 
cess by several hundred thousand dollars.

It 
was then that the bank statement of the pre- 
ceeding Saturday, which showed that the sur- 
plus revenue had got down to _ $1,409,- 
575, had its effect and realizations 
and sales for the short account were fashion- 
able. Had the decline been permitted to ex- 
tend only a little further the bull movement 
might have fizzied as many others had done 
before, but the situation was reversed. The 
leaders apparentiy knew what they were 
about, and after allowing the short interest 
to be increased quite materially they applied 
the screws and, it may be added, to some 
purpose. Thereafter there were no reactions 
to speak of. If the traders sold to turn 
paper profits into cash there was a 
new crop of buyers to take the stocks 
offered. One day the grangers and 
another the trunk lines or some of the special- 
ties Came to the front until finally the specula- 
tion became so diffused that the market went 
up in one solid column. Out of twenty stocks 
three show a net loss forthe week of %@3% 
per cent and seventeen againof\%to 158 per 
cent.

Now, that the circle of professional traders 
has widened it will be interesting 
to watch the course of the public. The latter 
have not been much enamored with stock 
speculation for the last two years, and they 
may fight shy this year. If they do the move- 
ment will soon run its length, and leave a 
number of small wrecks in its wake, but it is 
to be said that legitimate causes give the 
market a much better chance to hold its own 
than it has had in a long time. In tne first 
place some of the stocks of West- 
ern roads had got down to a 
point where it required the using up 
of avast amount of ammunition to produce 
slight results.

While there are several good reasons for the 
improved tone of speculation the great mov- 
ing cause is undoubtedly the changed spirit 
which now animates the officials of the trunk 
lines east and west. Everything points la the 
direction of harmony and ift any bad blood 
still exists the managers are. careful not to let 
it influence their actions so far as rates 
are concerned. It will necessarily take a 
ony while to carry out the reforms demanded 

y stockholders, but at the same time itis 
evident that the work from which has grown 
tbe Interstate Railway Association is making 
progress. The past week bas furnished a 
practical illustration of the good already ac- 
complished.

HE May wheat 

deal is supposed 

to be in a bad way.

sage disaster. Through that sad event it re- 
recelved a blow even worse than that inflicted 
by the collapse of the Chicago May deal. 
Upon the success of this Chicago deal the St. 
Louis end seems to have been based. If May 
wheat in Chicago had been through manipu- 
lation bid up to $1.50 or $2 it might have been 
possible to have put the screws on here 
and run the price up to a point 
that would have, at least, enabled the longs 
to get out without loss, even if there were no 
profits to be secured. That John B. Lyons of 
Chicago was interested jn the long side of St. 
Louis May wheat has becn openly proclaimed. 
John B. Lyons was one of the principais in 
the Chicago deal. It is supposed that the idea 
of the longs was that a big lumpof No.2 
wheat was to be shipped from this market to 
Chicago. One certain elevator was to- be 
cleaned out entirely. This would reducé the 
available stock of. No. 2 wheat here to small 
proportions, and it was expected that local 
and outside mills would take care of what was 
left. Local and outside mille have not been 
taking this wheat as it was confidently ex- 
pected they would, and the stock has di- 
minished very slowly and lightly. The in- 
spection of wheat has improved, too. Out of 
100 cars received last week 17 per cent graded 
No. 2, which is a larger percentage than has 
been seen for months. This bears out the be- 
lief that most of the old wheat held back in 
the country is of good quality, the poor stuff 
having been marketed eurlierin the season. 
Such has been the belief throughout the coun- 
try that the spring would see bigh prices for 
wheat, that farmers apd country shippers 
have ‘held on to thelr good wheat 


and would not sell. Now that No. 
2 wheat is selling in the 80s and a mag- 
nificent and immense crop is promised for 
1889, these coment? holders are beginning to 
loosen up and sell their wheat. It is intimated 
in a quiet way that the May longs have been 
and still are selling out as rapidly as they can. 
Several brokerage concerns on the floor have 
been selling that option and it is believed it 
was long wheat. If May begins to ‘‘ring out’’ 
this week this belief will become a certainty. 
Yesterday a line was let go of and broke the 
price to 85c, which was 54sc below last Satur- 
day. Besides the contract wheat there are 
the stocks in store yet to be disposed of. Out 
side of this deal the whole market 
has been bearish and July went down to 77e, 
a very low point for it to sell at in April. The 
crop prospects and favorable weather were 
the chief som ange = influences, producing a 
feverish feeling that prompted selling and 
checked buying. Yetthere are many dyed- 
in-the-wool bears who can’t be brought to 
sell July and the other new crop options. 
They think it has gone too low too early in 
the season and that there is bound to be a re- 
action, giving them a chance to put out 
lines of sbort wheat several cents above 
where the price is now. The

As the density of mer- 
cury changes with heat allowances have to be 
made for temperature. 

The ‘‘Richards’’ self-registering aneroid 
barometer consists of acylinder and a barom- 
eter arranged in the same manner as in the 
‘*Richards’’ thermograph. Instead of a col- 
umn of mercury for measuring the air 

ressure this barometer has eight flat metallic 

oxes secured together, one above another, 
and exhausted@f air. As the pressure of the 
eurrounding atmosphere increases or dimin- 
ishes it presses more or less on the sides of

METALLIO BOXES. 

This causes the height of the pile of boxes to 
vary with the pressure, and this variation is 
magnified and recorded on the revolving 
r by means of a pen attached to a se- 
ries of compound levers. The line marked by 
this pen resembies that ofthe thermograph. 
The self-registering aneroid barometer is not 
as accurate asthe mercurial barometer, but 
as it gives a constant record of the variations 
of air pressure, it is a very valuable instru- 
ment. 

The signal service standard rain gauge is 
very simple in construction. It consists ofa 
rain receiver the top rte Ke which has an 
area of fifty square inches. he lower part of 
this receiver is funnel shape and 
terminates in a small opening through 
which the rain falls into a reservoir. This 
reservoir is a hollow, upright cylinder, the 
area of the bottom of which le one-tenth the 
area of the receiver, so thatthe depth of the 
water in the cylinder is ten times the deptn of 
actual rainfall. Hy this means closer readings 
of the rainfall can be made. When a measure- 
ment of raip is taken, asmall graduated stick 
is immersed in the water in the reservoir, and 
by noting how far up the water wets the stick 
the observer can determine the amount of 
othe «Marv! if rd! 

e Marvin!“ self- recording rain gauge 
used at the St. Louis signal office * deme 
structed on the same plan as the ‘‘standard 
gauge’’ described above, except that it nas 
attached to it a contrivance by which the rain 
is measured automatically. At the top of the 
reservoir isa notched wheel over whiok passes 
a chain connecting a float on the inside with a 
weight, which counterbalances it, on the 
outside. Whenever rain falis into the 
reservoir the float is raised and 
the weight lowered, and this motion 
turns the wheel over which the connecting 
chain passes. For every twentieth of an inch 
of rainfall the motion of the wheel closes and 
opens a telegraphic circuit, producing the 
same effect asa “op on a telegraph key, and 
this causes a pencil in the office to register. 

The snuw gauge is a plain hollow cylinder 
closed at one end and placed in an upright 
position, so thatthe snow falls into the open 
end. The area of the opening is the same as 
that of the rain receiver, and the snow is 
measured by being melted and the water then 
poured into the raip gauge reservoir. 

THE ANEMOMETER, 

or wind gauge, is the instrument which many 
readers have no doubt often seen on the cu- 
pola ofthe Oustom-bouse building. It con- 
sists of four hollow bemispheres, fastened 
at the end of two horizontal cross-bars, which 
rost ut their intersection on a vertical rod. 
This rodis so mounted thatit moves with 
very littie friction inside a hollow tube. Near 
the bottom of the rod is an endless screw, 
which, as the cups are revolved by the wind, 
sets inmotion a series of cog-wheels which 
indicate op a dial the miles of wind 
traveled. very time a mile of wind 
is indicated on the anemometer dial, a tele- 
graphic circuit is closed and opened, as in the 
case of the rain-gauge, and this also causes a

How His Majesty Looks and Acts—His 
Woeonderfal Power and His Royal Income 
—How the Ladies of the Court Dress and 
How They Smoke and Chew—Trees aud 
Bashes of Solid Gold.

ANGROR, Siam, Feb- 
ruary 26, 1889.—I have 
just returned from a 
visit to the palaces of 
the King of Siam. 
One of the English- 
speaking nobles con- 
nected with the State

acted as my guide. 

He showed me the outside of the great build- 

ings of the harem, but I have failed to meet 

any one of his Majesty’s one hundred wives, 

and his royal highness himself had left the 

capital fora six weeks’ trip into the interior 

of his réalm three days before my arrival. I 

have been so fortunate, however, as to meet 

many men connected with his court, who are 

well posted about him and his kingdom. His 

last photograph taken by the court pho- 
tographer lies on the table before me. 

It renresents a bright-eyed, slender young 
man of 86, dressed in the gorgeous uniform of 
Siamese royalty. Smailin stature, his head 
is crowned witha golden pyramid of jewels. 
rising in circular tiers, diminishing as they 
go upward untilthey end in a long, pencil- 
like point, which extends nearly two 
feet above the forehead of its 
kingly owner. His body is clad in a 
gorgeous coat and vest heavily embroidered 
in gold and jewels, and in place of pantaloons 
he has the rich brocaded surong of the Siamese 
about his loins and waist. It comes down be- 
low his knees at the front and it looks here 
not unlike a pair of fancy knickerbockers. 
Below these a pair. of shapely calves in white 
silk stockings are thrust into jewel-covered, 
heelless slippers, pointed like the shoe of the 
Turk, and the whole makes a costume bril- 
liant and grand. His majesty sits on a foreign 
armchair and his sword lies on a table at his 


side.

She has beautiful eyes, wears diamond ear- 
rings and a diamoni pendant at her neck and 
her fingers are covered with precious stones. 
She smokes cigarettes, as does also the king, 
and she chews the betel nut, making her 
teeth as black as jet and her lips stick out. 
The Siamese say that any dog can have white 
teeth, but that it is only those who are rich 
enough to afford the betel nut who 
can have black ones. Black teeth 
are a sign of beauty here, and all the ladies 
ofthe harem chew and smoke. I visited yes- 
terday the store-house of the purveyor to the 
King. It is an English establishment, but its 
business is to sell the palace and the harem 
the various articles = need. It has bun- 
dreds of balls and P ees Nom which are 
brought from Europe for the royal babies, and 
the clerk tells me that there is not a fancy 
French plaything or amusement of any sort 
that is not sold to the palace. I was shown 
about a hundred dozen little china spit- 
toons about the size of a shaving mug. 
These were beautifully decorated, and some 
of the pictures were dy native Siamese 
artists sent to Europe to be painted upon 
them. I bought one decorated with a picture 
by a Siamese prince and I was told that these 
spittoons are used by the ladies of the harem 
to spit in while chewing this disgusting 
preparation of the spongy betel nut mixed 
with rose-tinted lime and fine-cut tobacco. I 
talked with the dress-maker as to the fashions 
affected by the king’s wife and his scores of 
concubines and was told that the ladies 
of the barem prefer Siamese dress and 
that their favorite costume isthe surong or 
waist cloth, to which they add a loose 
jacket trimmed with Swiss embroidery 
and covered with bows of ribbon set on in 
rows. Commonly a wear neither shoes nor 
stockings, and the chief lex decoration is an

The corners of the room contain large cab- 
inets filled with curious works in gold from 
card cases up to betel boxes, and I noticed a 
fine portrait of Frederick, the late Emperor of 
Germany, among the many oll paintings on 
the wall, 

The audience chamber, or rather the throne 
room of the king, is a grand hall with a cell. 
ing made of many colored pieces of glass and 
producing the same effect as the glass wall 
which Tiffany built between the vestibule and 
the long corridor of our White House. The 
light shining through this makes it look as 
though it was made of jewels and the 
room is lighted from the top. This 
célling is, I judge fitt feet from 
the floor. It is vaulted and the walls below 
are frescoed in gold. Three immense glass 
chandeliers like those of the east room the 
White House hang down from this ceiling and 
these were made for the palace of the Em- 
peror of Austria, but were bought by the — 
ot Slam. The floor is of marbie mosaic an 
the King sits on a great chaironarostrum at 
the back. Five steps lead to it and beside him 
are the kingly umbrellas and over him a nine- 
story, pagoda-like crown of white and 
gold. Around the 
gold trees and gold bushes, 
the leaves of these are of pure gold, while 
their trunks are beavily plated. There were 
perbaps a dozen of these on each side of the 
room and they ranged from the size of a 
Christmas tree down to that of a sinall currant 
bush. These are the offerings of the rulers of 
the various provinces under the King. They 
make these

eve year and some of them are worth 
fortunes. Not a few were of silver and the 
silver trees were placed on one side of the 
pe while those of gold were placed on the 
other. 

Siam is known as the land of the white ele- 
phant. The elephant is the imperial animal 
of the country and you see his picture upon 
all of the flags. The old coins of the realm 
have an elephant upon one side of them, and 
the white elephant is here sacred. He is 
supposed to be the embodied spirit of some 
king or hero, and the people formerly wor- 
shiped him, and theydo so to some extent 
now. Before going to see the palace 

had read a glowing description of 
the white elephant of Siam. ex- 
pected to see his tusks bound with gold, 
to find golden chains about his neck and a 
superb velvet coat of purple, fringed with 
scarlet and gold, over his snow white body. 
WhatI did find was four wild-eyed, scrage 
looking elephants with long tusks and wit 
skins not much whiterthan those you seein 
the American circus. The only white part 
about them was their long flapping ears 
which seemed to be afflicted with leprosy. 
The remainder of their skins had the white- 
ness only of disease, and I was told, as a rule, 
the white elephants of Siam are mad elephants. 
These beasts were in dirty sta- 
bles and they were chained by the feet 
to great wooden posts. They had dirty 
keepers and there was no sign of royalty 
about them. Their keepers fed them some 
grass while we were present and they per- 
formed some ordinary circus tricks for us. 
The glory of the white elephant has in all 
probability departed, and the elephants of 
the interior of Siam are made to work quite 
as hard as their brothers all over the world. 


One of the punishments of Slam is the making 
convicts cut grass for these royal elephants. 
One of them killed his keeper the other day, 
and this same holy 


beast made a snap at me 
with his trunk when I entered his stable.

PATCH” CORRESPONDENT. 


Great Joy atthe Opening ofthe Territory— 
The Boomers’ Protective Association— 
The Town of Guthrie—A Revolting Sight

Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
WiIcHITa, Kan., April 11. 
KLAHOMA is finally 
open, and the people 
living on the West- 
ern borderare crazed 
with joy. The Post- 
DISPATCH correé- 
spondent happened 
to be at Oklahoma 
Station when the 
news was received 
and such a cheer as 
went rolling heaven- 
ward was never 
heard before on the Western border, and this 
cheer soon brought the hidden boomers 
bounding to the depot and little post-office 
from all directions. 

The scenes that followed beggar descrip- 
tion. Men, old and gray-haired, and young 
and deardless boys, laughed, yelled and

This furnishes a peculiar 
jliustration, although by 
means so striking a one 
as other events have not 
infrequently given rise to, of the manner in 
which the rumors of an important occurrence 
precede the certain tidings. In the case 
referred to news, originating no one could 
say how or where, was received of the sinking 
ofan American ship, with the loss of a ‘great 
portion of its officers and crew. 
A DISASTER FORESHADOWED. 

Close on the heels of this came tidings that 
not one but three vessels had been destroyed 
with heavy loss of life. 

The details of the catastrophe as given in 
the report and as they actually occurred 
showed, it is true, no correspondence, but 
the fact remains that a widespread belief 
existed that some serious calamity had 
befallen the American vessels stationed 
at Apia; that no possible means 
for the promulgation of any tidings conveyed 
through the ordinary channels existed when 
the rumors threwthe entire country into a 
state of excitement, and that the official dis- 
patches received shortly afterwards. an- 
nounced aterrible misfortune to the vessels 
in question. No disaster to the war vessels of 
this country bad been reported for many 
years, and none had occurred. It is not a 
little curious that the first catastrophe sbould 
be proceeded by the firstrumors of disaster, 
and this factis by many who believe that 
means of communications other than 
those generally recognized by science exist, 
regarded as adding not a little strength to 
their theory. 

AN INCIDENT OF THE WAR. 

Similar instances are by no means rare 
and are held by those who have 
faith that some sympathetic connection 
of whose character, nature and extent 
they do not pretend to be aware, exists be- 
tween persons situated so far apart as to ren- 
der impossible communication through the 
ordinary channels. A remarkable instance of 
this occurred in Paris, Ky., in the year 1862, 
which will be remembered by all who were 
in that town at that time. The 
fight for the possession of Kentucky ana Ten- 
nessee had been carried on ina deeultory 
manner and with varying success during the 
last half of 1861, and Paris had contributed 
not afew of its citizens to both the Federal 
and Confederate forces. In December, 186l,a 
Confederate force commanded by Gens. Geo. 
B. Crittenden of Kentucky, and Felix Zolll- 
coffer of Tennessee, advanced across the Ten- 
nessee line and occupied an entrenched camp 
near Mill Spring, * small water 
course in the bar ap” of Somer- 
set Ky. A force of Federal troops 
largely composed of Kentuckians and com- 
manded by Gen. George B. Thomas, was 
hastily gathered together and sent to check 
the invasion. The Confederate army was 
about 10,000 strong; the Federal about 15,000, 
but the former was much better in hand than 
the latter, the long marches at this season of 
the year-over miry roads and through a com- 
paratively unsettled country having led to 
much straggling and widely separated the

commanded by Col. Speed S. Fry. Thomas 
Croxton was thejLieutenant-Colonel, Robert 
Kelly, a captain, and Charles Ray a lieuten- 
ant; all from Paris. About January 14, 1862, 
the entrenchments of the Confederate troops 
were approached by the Union forces, but in 
order to allow his straggling regiments to 
come up, Thomas ordered a halt, and his 
troops went into camp. A day or two after- 
wards the citizens of Paris were thrown into 
a great state of excitement by the news that a 
terrible battle had been fought near Mill 
Springs. No one knew just how the nemeeame, 
but the reports were so detailed. the 
incidents of the reported combat so cli ely 
coincided with what those who were ac- 
quainted with the situation knew to be by no 
means improbable that universal credence 
was given tothe rumor. The Federal forces, 
it was said, had moved out of camp at an 
early hour of the morning, shortly after day- 
break, with the Fourth Kentucky in the lead, 
had fallen upon the enemy’s camp, and a 
fierce and doubtful struggle had ensued. At 
first the Confederates, led by Zollicoffer 
in person, had gained the upper hand, 
and the fourth had suffered severely. But 
while leading his troops against Fry‘s regi- 
ment, pushing forward through the woods, 
Zollicoffer had received a shot, and fallen 
dead from his horse. Discouraged by their 
leader’s death, the Confederates had given 
way, anda complete victory for the Union 
forces had been gained. 

WAS IT CHANCE? 

These tidings, which were received with 
general credence, caused great excitement in 
Paris. However, the battle had resulted, it 
was evident that many of the Fourth Kentucky 
must have fallen, and great anxiety pre- 
valled among those who had “relatives 
and friends in this regiment. Within a day or 
two letters were received which relieved the 
strain, as it was learned from them that no 
engagement had taken place. Scarcely, how- 
ever, had the excitement subsided when the 
town was again thrown into a ferment by 
news, this time official, of the battle of Min 
n which was fougbt on January 19, 
1862. When the dispatches were read the 
astonishment was great, as on cemparison of 
the official reports with the 
circulated several days 
fight, it was found that, 
the exception that the Confederates had been 
said to be the attacked instead of the attack- 
ing force, the events of the engagement had 
been accurately described. Zollicoffer, at the

The 
report that a Union victory nad been gainea, 
that the brunt of the fighting had fallen upon 
the Fourth Kentucky, and that Zollicoffer had 
been killed while heading an attack upon this 
regiment was thus proved to have been ac- 
curate, although it was in circulation several 
days before the events took place. How the 
rumor was started, or by whom, was never 
discovered, although many inquiries were 
made. The accurate accounts of events which 
bad not yet taken place was, and still is, a 
mystery to the citizens of Paris, 
AJ. BRENT'S DEATH.

What the Czar Has Not Done for Russia—He 
Is Not „The Tribune of the People’—Re- 
actiopary Measures Now Being Carried 
Out—What the Results Will Be in the 
End,

Res ONDON, April 1, 1889. 
—Every powerful man 
has his fiatterers, his 
fawners and his ad- 
mirers. There is no 
reason why the present 
occupant of the Russian 
throne should be an ex- 
ception tothe rule. His 
praises have been sung 
in many languages—in 
none louder than in the 
English. He bas been 
declared one of the most 
‘enlightened and broad- 
minded of sovereigns 
and the noblest of Rus- 
sians, joining the tron 
will of Nicolas I. with 
the heart of a true Dem- 
ocrat, whose only care 
and thought is the welfare of his people. 

We are quite willing to admit—with some 
imi tations, of course—the claim of good in- 
tentions. A man in sucha position, who felt 
no desire to give something in return for what 
he receives, would be a monster indeed, and 
monsters are an exceptional product of human 
nature. But, as regards the Tzar Alexander 
III., authentic and impartial information 
proves that he is not in any sense an excep- 
tional man. The wits of his court and of his 
own family tax him with being not avery 
profound thinker—to put it as mildly as pos- 
sible. 

The fact is, the Tzar’s education has been 
sorely neglected. A companion of his child- 
hood says that whenaboy he showed the 
most determined aversion to book- 
learning, and, as he was only a second 
brother, not intended for the throne, 
he was allowed to have his own way. 
At the Russian court, as in the Asiatic Orient, 
itis considered expedient, in order to avold 
dangerous rivalry between the brothers to 
give a very indifferent education to the 
younger ones. With all that, perhaps because 
of that,the present Tzar is credited with some 
qualities not uncommon in the ordinary walks

He ls said to be a conscientious, unassuming 
man, grasping his ideas slowly, but once 
grasped, acting up to them to the best of 
his understanding. We might quote several 
examples of his having frustrated mischievous 
plote ci his courtiers and Ministers. as soon as 
some other courtier belonging to the opposite 
faction was able to make him see the matter in 


the right light. 

It is characteristic of Alexander III. that, 
when suddenly called after his father’s death 
to supreme power, he summoned around 
him as Ministers and advisers his 
former preceptors, the professors and 
echolars who had been charged 


with the task of completing his educa- 
tion when he became heir apparent. If they 
proved to be either self-seekers or fools, un- 
able to turn their opportunity to the good of 
their country, the main fault rests certainly 
with them, and also, it must be confessed, 
with all the leading men of our Liberal party. 

For a considerable time after assuming the 
reins of power the young Tzar showed 
himself ready to follow the ad- 
vice of his counselors the fun- 
damental questions concerning the Con- 
stitution. dowever, after two months of un- 
certainty, the Reactionary faction ousted the 
Liberals. But it was done by means of a 
simple Court intrigue. 

THE TZAR WAS BEFOOLED 

and made to sign on April 29, 1881, a Reac- 
tionary proclamation, the purport and gravity 
ot which he did not in the least understand. 
When the Liberal Ministers, headed by Count 
Loris Melikoff, in whom the Tzar had 
full confidence, tendered their collect- 
ive resignation, the Sovereign was 
exceedingly surprised. 0 did not 
expect anything of the kind. But the thing 
was done, and could not be retracted. Since 
that time Alexander III. has remained a per- 
manent trophy inthe hands of the victorious 
reaction—following their advices on all ques- 
tions of home politics with a docility worthy 
of a better cause. 

The Tzar reserved for himself two rather 
ordinary but useful tasks; the extirpation of 
bribery and corruption and the reduction of 
expenditure. Some high official robbers, be- 
longing to the class that is generally screened 
in order ‘‘not to tr ea 
bring discredit upon 
the Administra- 
tion,“ have been 
actually brought to 
justice. Such were 
the famous Generals 
Tokareff and Losb- 
kareff, Col. Solova- 
cheff, and others. 
One of them, Gen. 
Makoff,a former gy 
minister, destroyed 
himself rather than 
suffer public fexpos- 
ure. * ae ok 
As far as the re- 
duction of State ex- 
penditures is con- 
cerned,no serious measures 
could be expected. In the 

eneral expenses have constantly 
nereased during the present reign. 
But the Tzar could amply satisfy his 
parsimonious velleities in the modest sphere 
of his own household. One day, for instance, 
he discovers that the number of oranges con- 
sumed at Court dinners and evening parties is 
too great and orders that it should be reduced

by one-half. On another occasion he deciaes 


that 

THE LINING OF HIS SON'S CLOTHES 
should be made of cotton instead of silk, 
which he considers too expensive. He takes 
good care that the education of the heir pre- 
sumptive should not make too big a hole in his 
private income,so he reduces the fees of the 
professors who give the young Prince lessons 
to the modest sum of five roules (about $2.50) 
an hour. This is certainly not extravagant. 
The imperial palace at Gatschina is at some 
distance from St. Petersburg, and the profess- 
or bas, moreover, to spend extra time and 
trouble in changing his clothes before and 
after each lesson. Out of fear he should bring 
a bomb in his pocket, the professor has to 
etiter the palace in another suit, kept for this 
special purpose at the porter’s lodge. 
Here are some more §characteristios of the 
present autocrat of all the Rusgias. He does 
not like the Germans, whose undue prefer- 
ment in the State service in former times gave 
offense to the officials of Russian extraction. 
He patronizes Russian national dress. 
fond of Russian Church singing. He drinks 
Russian ‘‘Kvas’’—and swears when put out of 
temper as coursely as a genuine moulik in his 
cups. 

Such isthe basis open which reposes the 
legend of Alexander III. being the Tribune 
ofthe People.’’ These characteristics do not 
exactly give promise of a great sovereign who 
will leave his mark onthe world’s histury. 
Still his reign seems to bid fair to be a step in 
advance. ut the interests of tue masses, at 
all events, ought to be cared for. 

That these hopes, though very moderate 
were not fulfilled, is a sad but indeniable fact. 
Not to speak of other things,

declared by a recent law to e th 
exclusive patrimony of the nobles and 
the rich, to the exciusion of all those whose 

arents are employed in some useful work, in 

usiness or industry, though they may be 
quite willing to defray the expenses of their 
children’s education, 

What does all this mean? How can a Tzar, 
a Tribune of the People, give countenance to 
such a disastrous and anti-popular policy? 
The explanation of the enigma is simple 
enough; the fault lies with the system, not 
with the individual that personifies it for the 
time being. The system 

PREVAILING IN RUSSIA 
is such that as long as it stands, the personal 
wishes of the bead of the State can have little 
ifanv influence upon the well-being of the 
people. 

The popular idea that Russia, a country of 
above one hundred millions of inhabitants, is 
actually ruled by one man sitting on a throne 
ls a mere fiction, which ought to be given up 
like an exploded superstition. The well-known 
cry off despair of Nicolas I. that Russia is 
ruled by the 10,000 Stolonachalniks. or head 
clerks of the civil service—is very significant, 
as a confession of helplessness from a man of 
exceptional energy and activity. But since 
Nicolas’ time the population of the Empire 
has almost doubled, whilst the amount of 
administrative work, thanks to telegraphs, 
railroad and the general expansion of human 
activity, has in the meantime increased at 
least tenfold. Even a man with the genius of 
Peter the Great would be unable to exercise 
anything like effective control over this over- 
whelming mass. 

Butthe Tzar may leave the smaller matters 
to take care of themselves, the reader will 
say, reserving for himself the general direc- 
tion of affairs. This is a eommon fallacy due 
to thorough misunderstanding of the very es- 
sence of a bureaucratic administrative ma- 
chine like ours. 

Mr. Gladstone, when in „ can very 
easily manage the general affairs of state; his 
subordinates, representing a homogeneous 
body, acting openly under the immediate 
control of the public, can be fully 
trusted with ttre execution of de- 
tails. But the head of a bureaucratic 
despotism cannot do this; he must superin- 
tend 8 in person and enter into 
every detail if he expects bis orders to be 
properly executed. Russia is such 

AN ENORMOUS COUNTRY 
that this statement holds good, not merely 
for the Tzar, but for every official of impor- 
tance. 

The history of Russian administration offers 
us many instructive examples of well-inten- 
tioned and highly-talented Ministers, Goy- 
ernors of regions and provinces, like Mura- 
vieff of the Amur, Prince Cherkassky, and 
others, whose good intentions and talents 
proved powerless against the indifference, 
siuggishness and utter corruption of the hosts 
of subordinate officials they had to employ. 
On asmalier scale the experiment is repro- 
duced and its shortcomings frankly avowed in 
private conversation by every high official of 
liberal views. 

In the case of the Tzars these difficulties are 
increased by another enormous drawback; the 
utter absence of any information except that 
supplied by his own ministers, who, asarule, 
are interested in concealing or distort- 
ing the truth. There is no free press in 
Russia, no free platform, no channel what- 
ever through which truth may independently 
come to the surface. And the sovereign’s 
position and education deprives him of any 
chance of obtaining information which every 
official gathers from personal experience 
during his early career. 

Now, having to deal with scores of high 
officials, who, whatever their morale may be, 
are at least well versed in their respective 
specialty, the Tzar who is an ordinary mortal, 
must necessarily act upon their advice in all 
matters of some moment or complexness. 
For the Tzar to ys for himself the general 
direction of affairs, leaving the small matters 
to others is exactly whatis most impossible. 
The only things upon which he can assert 
something of hisown will are precisely the 
small matters, the details, isolated affairs, 
which he is able to settle finally by a word 
with littie orno preliminary work. He can 
redress one injustice, frustrate 

A SINGLE VILLANY 

out of the thousands and thousands commit- 
ted dally under the cover of his authority. 
This, of course, is something. One pail of 
water drawn up from the ocean will lower to 
a fraction of a hair’s breadth, the surface of 
the deep. Let tor all practical purposes this 
lowering is nil. 

WhataTzar can really do for Russia is to 
free it partially or completely from the yoke 
of the ten thousand head clerks of the civil 
service,’’ and their like, who rule the country 
in virtue of the foolish eontidence the masses 
— in the Tzars. Alexander II. took, in the 

eginningfof his reign, same steps in that di- 
rection, but which he retracted or spoiled aft - 
erwards. Had the present Tzar been a man of 
broad and enlightened mind,’’ as some peo- 
vie describe him, in getting rid of the pleth- 
ora of fictitious power, he would have re- 
tained as much real power and influence in the 
affairs of the State as his intellectual and 
moral forces sre equal to. The constitutional 
German Emperor unquestionably exerts ten 
times more authority than the would-be all- 
powerful Kussian Tzar. 

But these concessions Alexender III. will 
never make unless compelied by outward 
pressure. With all his presumably good in- 
tentions, this tribune of the people will go on 
ruining and demoralizing the people till they 
either become so thoroughly degraded as to 
lose fall that is good and sympathetic in them 
or rebel openly and drive the Romanofs from 
power. 

And, now, wbhatis the moral of the story? 
That the greatest evils inflicted on humanity 
do not come from human wickedness, but 
from human stupidity. Wickedness is limited 
—at least by man’s own Interests. But stupid- 
ity knows of no bounds or limits, and the

THE LITTLE KING OF SPAIN, 


Alfonso MIII., the 3-Year-Old Monarch, and 
His Sisters. 


Svecial Correspondence of SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 
MADRID, March 28.—The meeting of the two 
ruling European Queens, Victoria of England 


and Maria Christina of Spain, just held at San 
Sebastian by the request of the latter woman, 
was a purely personal event between royalties, 
The Queen-Rexent of Spain, who rules on be- 
half her son, Alfonso XIII., an infant who has 
not yet completed his 8d year, is an Aus- 
trian, being cousin of the late Crown Prince 
Rudolf of Meyerling tragedy fame, and sister 
of the young man who, by that mysterious 
tragedy and the renunciation of their father, 
becomes the next Emperor of Austria. The 
three chiidren of the Queen-Regent inherit 
her German blood. The last child, the boy, 
is one of the rare instances of being born a 
king—a king at birth—being the posthumous 
son of Alfonso XII. His sisters have fair hair 
and complexions like himself and are bright 
children, get age A the second, whose delt 
cate health seems to speciaily endear her to 
her mother.

Maria Christina, Queen- Regent, meets her 
Ministers in council regularly and gives much 
study and energy to her public duties, her 
functions as Queen- Regent requiring the same 
attention and bestowing the same authority 
as though she was Queen in her own right. 
She is a devoted mother and a person of much 
force. Her reign as Queen- Regent will extend 
to 1904, though for two years before that time, 
her sop baving arrived at the age of 16, she 
will have less authority than now, 
while the Council of Ministers will have 
more. By the Spanish law the suc- 
cession, in the event of the death of Alfonso 
XIII. without issue, passes to the sisters. 
The elder, Maria de las Mercedes, Princess of 
Asturias, now 8 years old, received her title at 
birth, being beir apparent till a son was born 
to the family. The second, Maria Theresa, is 
considered the brightest ofthe family. She is 
now about 6 years old. Royalty has not the 
same status of enormous prestige as a social 
factor in Spain that it has in Great Britain, 
and the appearance of the Queen Regent or 
the Princesses on the street is received with 
very little notice from the multitude. 

The King, bowever, as he almost daily 
watches the drill of the troops in the court of 
the royal palace, from his perch in an upper 
Window, receives many a look of interest if 
not of affection from the rank and file. The 
movements of the bright aniforms and the 
music of the two bands seem a never-failing 
diversion for the child.

SYSTEMS OF Ss ORTHAND. 


A Discriminating Review of The More Pop- 
vlar Methods of Brief Writing. 


Persons not informed think there are scores 
of systems of shorthand in common 5e 
about as many different systems as repor\?rs, 
some suppose. Thisis a great mistake. In 
Germany there are but two in common use; 
only about three in France, and in America 


not more than half a dozen worthy of notice. 
There are, of course, more than 
six authors — perhaps two dozen. 
They are teachers, not inventors. 
A great majority of them advocate the l’itman 
system. We bear of the systems of Longley 
Munson, Burnz, Scott-Browne, Graham an 
others. They are all Pitman, however, and 
the distinction in name is made for conveni- 
ence mainly. These writers differ in detail, 
and that is about all. It would not be serious- 
ly claimed that they were the originators of 
the system they present. A few character- 
istic differences between the various authors 
may be of interest. 

Graham is the shortest, but the hardest to 
learn. He bas more brevity than is needed, 
and hissystem is too difficult for most peo- 
pie. It is quite perfect in what may be termed 
the mathematical sense; and there are so 
many fine turns and the delicately contrived 
characters in his reporting style, that per- 
sons only who are hard students and possess 
considerable artistic ability are capable of 
waking a success of It. 

Munson of New York isaclear and popular 
author. He agopts the English vowel scale 
and for purposes of phrasing uses a y“ 
hook and bas a fourth consonant positi un. 

Scott- Browne, editor of the 6

The Reporters 4 — about one 
bundred and forty-five thousand copies; the 
Manual“ four hundred and seventy-five 
thousand; the Teacher, nearly one anda 
quarter million. He has also published a dic- 
tionary, a phrase beok and various lesser 
works. His weekly Journal numbers 20,000 sub- 
scribers. This, however, does not convey an 
adequate idea of the extent to which the sys- 
tem, of which he is the chief oriunatecr, has 
spread abroad. Various teachers and authors, 
embracing Mr. Pitman’s own brothers and 
sons, have published books, many of which 
have met with a large sale. The Manual of 
Benn Pittman, the chief American author, has 
sold to the extent of about 400,000 copies. The 
Pitwan system as a whole, in its present state 
of perfection, is a growth the result 
of almost countless rimentse made by con- 
scientious workmen and g@houghbtful writers.

ish and are not so liable to slip out of place in 
false shuffles. 

Now, with these few introductory remarks, I 
will endeavor to explain some tricks that have 
the merit of being new and novel, which 
with practice and patience can be learned by 
the reader in a few hours, and will no doubt 
amuse himself and friends to make a pleasant 
hour in the parlor at home. 

The first trick I will introduce is very 
simple, but is one that has puzzled expert 
card - players all over the country 
until they caught the way 
in which it was done.

—The Relation Between Rheumatism 
and Heart Disease— Advice to Those Whe 
Are Suffering.

VERY distressing 
affection, the rec- 
Ollection of 
which will cause 
a shudder among 
those who have 
experienced its 
torments, and 
one which is by 
no means rare, is 
that constitu. 
tional trouble, 
the local mani- 
festation of 
which in the dif- 
ferent joints of 
the body is 

known as articular rheumatism, a disease the 
consideration of which is pecullarly pertinent 
in the spring and autumn, when the sudden 
changes in the weather are very apt to bring 
on an attack in one who is predisposed to it. 

Many erroneous ideas are prevaient among 
the laity in regard to not only the nature, but 
also the causes, results and gravity 
of this trouble, many persons consider - 
ing it a very indefinite affection, and 
perhaps attributing every ache or pain from 
which they suffer to either rheumatism or 
neuralgia or else lightly passing over the dis- 
ease, when it occurs in a mild form, as some- 
thing which, aside from the discomfort it 
causes is of little importance. This, how- 
ever, is not the case, for acute articular 
rheumatism is a well-defined disease, very 
distinctive in its characteristics and therefore 
susceptible of a differential diagnosis from 
any other known trouble and one which, 60 
far from being a matter of no importance so 
far as concerns danger to life, is an affection 
to be regarded very seriously, indeed, and 
which should be taken in haud at its very 
outset. 

AN ATTACK OF RHEUMATISM 

is generally ushered in by a mild chill, fol- 
lowed by more or less febrile 
reaction, or else coming on suddenly, as a 
general thing, in the night, without any prev- 
ious warning and is soon followed by the 
principal feature of the disease—pain in the 
joints, First attacking a single joint, the sur- 
rounding parts will become swollen, red and 
painful, the pain varying in different cases 
from simply a mild discomfort to excruciating 
agony that renders the slightest jar intolera- 
ble. This continues fora variable length of 
time. and then suddenly subsides and some 
other joint or joints are found to be affected 
in the same manner; the fever continues and 
the body is bathed in an offensive perspira- 
tion. If the disease remains untreated it will 
last probably six weeks, attacking one joint 
after another, and then it will suddenly sub- 
side and, if no complications have taken 
place, the trouble is over for the present. The 
foregoing, in a few words, is the history of an 
attack of acute rheumatism, and now let us 
see what is the cause of such a peculiar 
and eccentric pathological manifestation. This 
is at the present time distinctly apart from 


all the other acute fevers, in the fact that the 
most zealous supporters of the germ theory 
of disease have not as yet been able to adduce 
any evidence upon which to base the hypotbe- 
sis that the trouble is caused by a micro- 
organism, notwithstanding the fact that it 
strongly resembles the other fevers both in 
running a definite course, characterized by 
distinctive manifestations, and in its seit 
limitation within a given time, and in attack 

ing a special ciass of tissues of the body, viz., 
the serous membranes, in the same manner 
as measies attacks the mucous membranes, 
tuberculosis the lymphatic glands, and 
typhoid fever certain structures which, al- 

though made up of giandular tissue, have no 
known function of secretion. 

For many years rheumatism !was supposed, 
not only by the laity but by the profession as 
well, to be the result of exposure to atwos- 
erer lo changes or to cold, and while the fal- 

acy of this theory is now apparent to the pro- 
fession it is the usual cause which is assigned 
by the —— — public, who do not stop to ask 
themes ves bow many 2892 suffer exposure 
which is never followed by this disease, There 
is no doubt, however, that cold is not infre- 
quently the exciting Cause of an attack, but 
only in those persons who are already 

PREDISPOSED TO THE TROUBLE, 

or, in other words, are the victims of a rheu- 
matic diathesis, which is ever ready to mani- 
fest itself when the opportunity arises from 
some hygienic fault. Of late years the theory 
has been extensively held that the direct 
cause of rheumatic attacks was the presence 
in the blood of lactic acid, and this was ren- 
dered all the more plausible by the fact that 
the administration of lactic acid as 
a remedy in other diseases was 
not infrequently followed by rheumatism, 

and at the present time there has been little’ 

improvement onthis theory. Some specific 
npn produces the disease; what the poison 

still remains an uncertainty. 

Another mistake that is commonly made is 
inthe belief that rheumatism isa disease of 
adult life; ot. one of the highest medical 
authorities five Fears ago made the statement 
thatthe disease oceurred very rarely under 
15 years ot age. Such, however, is not the 
case, foronthe contrary man 
been doomed to a short life of suffering 
through the disease remaining unrecognized, 
insome cases the idea being scoffed at thata 
young chiid could possibly be suffering from 
this formidable affection. Not only is this pos- 
sible, but irreparable damage has been done 
by neglecting the proper treatment in children 
even under I year of age, a case being recently 
reported in which a well defined attack of 
rheumatism occurred and ran a definite course 
Ina child but 11 days old. In the majority of

The confusion ofrheumatism with 
such troubles as neuralgia and growing 
pains, and the bon-realization of tne seri- 
ouspess of such a mistake is responsible for a 
great many of these cases. The remedy for 
this is apparent. Allow me to solemnly warn 
any mother who value’s her chiid’s health— 
and what mother does not?—not to neglect for 
an instant any painful affection of infancy or 
childhood which might by any possibility be 
suspected to be rheuwatic in origin, or which, 
if it occurred in the adult, would be liable to 
any suspicion. .In any such case no time 
should be wasted in trying to treat the symp- 
toms by domestic medication, but a competent 
physician should at once be consulted. When 
this is done, and the case is treated properly 
from the incipiency of the attack, much su 
tering may be avoided in later years.

In all probability these 
preparations are composed of some of the 
samme drugs which are used by the medical 
profession, but the danger of using them be- 
comes plainly — when it is known that 
no two cases rheumatism can be safely 
treated alike; in all cases the remedy must be 
chosen not only in regard to the nature of the 
trouble, but to the stage of the disease, and 
also in reference tothe present condition of 
the general bealth.

OUIDA WRITES A CAUSTIC ARTICLE ON THE | 
CRUEL TREATMENT OF THEM. 


The Life of Horses in Domesticity Full 
of Torture and Misery—The Old Free 
Impulses of a Wild Creature Still Linger 
and Stir in Their Blood— Women Are 
More Brutal Than Men. 


[Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. | 
HE more one loves 
horses the more is 
one tempted to wish 
that the horse had 
mnever been tamed by 
man. The immeasur- 
abie extent of his ser- 
vices has certainly 
only been equalled by 
the equally infinite 
misery with which 
they have been re- 
quited. Most animals 
suffer greatly from the 
dominance of man, 
but, on a whole, the 
horse suffers the most 
of all. At its very 
best the life of a horse 
in domesticity is an 
unnatural life of al- 
most perpetual restraint; and at its worst it is 
a bell indeed, only the more cruel by its con- 
trast with the patience and endurance of the 
victim tortured in it. A life deprived of lib- 
erty, denied usually the indulgence of most 
of its instincts and bound down under the 
caprice and exigencies of human will, 
it must always be at its happiest, what 
it is at its worst, What it has been for thou- 
sands of centuries, it is difficult entirely to re- 
alize. How far the old free impulses of a wild 
creature linger and stir inthe blood of the 
broken-in horse we cannot well measure: to 
judge by the high spirit and leaping bounds of 
the colt it would seem that much ofthe unfet- 
tered temper has survived through gener- 
ations on generations condemned to servitude. 

The condition in which we keep the horse is 
almost as unnatural as thatin which the lion 
ofthe menagerie and the polar bear of the 
zoological gardens pass their imprisoned ex- 
istence. It is only as

in the meadows, or at such rare times as, in 
maturer years, she is turned out to grass, 
that the horse can taste those sweets of free 
and open air life for which nature has created 
him. The circumstances and obligations of 
his life are in their best form oppressive and 
very sad to a creature naturally wild and swift 
as the winds of his native steppes. 

But I think they are made much more oner- 
ous than they might be if his owners would 
take more thought for this kind and long 
suffering companion of his toil and of his 
pleasure. If men realized what their lives 
would be without horses they would perhaps 
be more indulgent and more careful of an 
animal to which they owe so immense 
a debt. Loose boxes, instead of bein 
as they now are the privilege o 
carriage horses, should be universal; 
they take up a good deal of space, and so 
landlords will not build and tenants will not 
rent stables large enough to admit of them; 
but they are an absolute necessity for the 
comfort and well-belag of the horse. Coach- 
men, who are as a rule the most lazy and 
yicious class, like to tie up horses because a 
horse that can roll and stretch at his will in 
the straw gives somewhat more trouble to his 
cleaners in grooming. Nine out of ten coach- 
men will pretend that a horse is a crib-biter, 
or is xiven to gnawing his own skin, or will 
invent some falsebood or another to obtain 
leave to tie him up to his manger. Unhappily 
the majority of horse owners are 80 ignorant 


or so indifferent that any fable goes down with 
them. There are even owners of racing studs 
who know little or nothing of the wants and 
WAYS OF HORSES; 

whilst the average owner of carriage horses 
delivers them helplessiy over into the hands 
of bis coachman without troubling himselt to 
acquire the least knowledge of what the ani- 
mals require in health or disease. 

As a rule, the piquor or bead coachman is 
a person who cares very little for the comfort 
and enjoyment of his stud, but heeds only the 
external appearance and the feats of speed of 
his animals. Ihe splerdor of many great 
stables is only a brilliant cover to much tor- 
ture and distress permitted there, whilst in 
the innumerable town stables of the 
middle classes there is little or 
no «ffort to keep the horses shut up therein 
happiness or health. If men and women 
studied and visited their borses more, things 
would be better for both animal and owner. at 
you do not know whether your horse is well- 
fed, weli-groomed, well-treated and well- 
sbod, you have nq business with bim at all. 
Yet out of the millions owning, riding and 
ow horses how many have this Knol 
edge 

Women are even worse than ignorant. They 
are more brutal than men to horses. It is al- 
ways the lady whodnsists that the bearing- 
rein shallrivet the poor animals’ heads mo- 
tionless forthe sake of the effect which she 
thinks is thus ores to her equipage, while a 
woman will bring in her bunter bieeding from 
the spur, sweating from ber one-sided weight 
and trembling from ber merciless riding, ina 
worse state than men will often like their 
mounts to present. Few men saw their 
horses’ mouths and fidget ceaselessly with 
the spur, as women will, and whiist a man bas 
usually some more or less slight knowledge 
and conscience in his use and abuse of

the female rider very frequently has neither 
in any degree. 

A child cannot, to my thinking, be taught 
too early to ride; even the use f paniers on a 
donkey for infants should be far more general 
than itis, for it habituates the child to the 
movement of the animal, and is more 
healthy than the stupid perambulators or the 
arms of the nurse; but when the littie 
giri is old enough to be put u a 
saddle, whether borne by donkey or pony, 
is time enough for bim or for her to be taught 
consid on for the four-footed com u, 
which is the cause of so much pleasure; the 
lesson that animals are friends and should be 
treated tenderly, cannot be too early in 
cated, and it is a mistake to let a ond 
thrash even a wooden horse; it is 
duigence of the passions best e 
once.

er's yard. The trotters of New York and the 
2 year-olds of Newmarket may be stupendous 
miraculous, incredible, but they are produced 
at a cruel cost, and they are of no real benefif 
either to horses or to men.
